T HE Ehgliffi title Bought is derived from die Saxon 
Cnikt, or Knecht Teutonick, a fervant; and in 
all probability proceeded from their ferving the King 
in his wars. Verjlegan fays, this title was given by our 
ancestors to fiiph as were admitted for their merits to 
be Knights to tjie King, being his own fervants, officers, 
or retainers, ta ride with him ; it feetns that fome, if 
not all,N were anciently called Knights-riders. 

The mofi ancient manner of conferring Knighthood 
was by putting the military belt loofe over the ffioulder, 
or, girding jit clofe about the waiffi The firft Chriftian 
Kings, at giving their belt, killed the new Knight on 
the -left cheek, faying, In honour of the Father , and the 
Son , and the Holy Gbojl, 1 make you a Knight *. 

The firft account (according to Sir William Segar) 
that we have - of Ceremonies in making a Knight in 
England, was in the year 50 6, in the following man- 
ner ;viz,A ftage was eredted in fome cathedral, or 
fpacious place near it, to which the gentleman was 
Conducted , to receive the honour of Knighthood. Being 
feated'on a. chair decorated with green filk, it was de- 
ft Aftimole’s Order of the Garter.

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manded of him if he were of a good conflitution, and 
able to undergo the fatigue required in a foldier j alfo 
Whether he were a man of- gdckl morals, and what cre- 
dible witnefles lie could produce to affirm the fame.

The oath being taken, twb Lords led ftirh to ihft 
King, who drew his fword, ahd laid it upon hii' bead-; 
faying, God and St. George (or What ofchevSftiht kht 
King pleafed to rtartie) make thee a 'good KMgbfi .} hftdt 
Which, feven Ladies dreffed Hi white tatnfe Wtod-girt a 
fword to his fi'de, and four Knights put on H?S f^itfrs;- 
‘ Thefe ceremonies being over, the Qtrte’A Itobk bith 
by the right hand, and a Dutchefs by ttefc left, and 
led him to a rich ifeafc, placed bn ah afteirc, Whcto thfeJ 
feated him, the Kfng fitting on his right-haWd, and the 
'Queen on his left. / - * - 

‘ Then the Lords and Ladies alfo-fet deWn upon other 
feats, three defcents Under- the King ; and being aft 
thus feated, they .were entertained with a deBcate cob 
lation ; and fo the ceremony ended. 

- If any Knight abffented himfelP tfHhohWhrably fhMVi 
his King’s fervice, leaving his -colours, going -hirer to 
the enemy, betraying of caftles, forts^ &{c. for fuch 
crimes he was apprehended, and caufed to be armed

but now the imartial law is ulually put in execution, 
by dtfpatcbihg fuch traiterous perfohs by a file of- 
nauiqueteers. 

. In the time of the Saxons here in England^ Knights 
received their inftitutions at the hands of great pre- 
lates, with many religious ceremonies ; but after the 
Conqueft this cuftom was retrained by a lynbd at 
Weftminller, A. D. 1 102. 3 Henry I. f 

Kn^hthood anciently depended upon tenure; lb' 
that he whn>hdd a lct>ight*s-fte might be cbmpdled to 
take the fame, or undergo a fine, which quite debafed' 
the title. Camden fays, Knights were made trpcm.iac- 
otrnflt of their eftates; for they who had a great 
KnightWee (that is, if we -may credit old- records/ 
680 acres of land) claimed the honour of Knighthood/ 
as thereby entitled to it. 

In Henry the Third's reign whoever had the yearly' 
revenue of fifteen pounds in land, was compelled to 
receive this dignity : Xo that the title was become rather 
a burthen than an honour. In the year 1256 the King

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ifiutdfl proclamation, whereby it was ordered and declared > 
throughout the realm, that whoever bad fifteen tibrats of b 
land or above , Jhould be knighted, for increajje of the mi- ' 
Utary firength of England, as it was.in Italy ; and that ' 
they who would not, or could not , fupport the honour . of 
Knighthood, Jhould compound for a difpenfaiioH* ■ 

• Apd jn, thofe days, when the King made a Knight, 
he fatinffate upon his throne, in robes of gold, with 
a. fraall gold; crown upon his head j and to every ' 
Knight he allowed one hundred Ihillings for equipage. 

And not oply. the King, but the Earls alfo, con- 
ferred Knighthood, in that age. The Earl of Glocefter 
having proclaimed a tournament, knighted, his brother 
William ; . and Simon de Montefort, Earl of Leicefter, 
conferred the fame honour upon Gilbert de Clare *. ’ 

Note. , A. Knight’s fervice was a tenure, by which 
feveral lands in this, nation were held of the King. But’ 
it is abolilhed by flatute of ia Car. II. dhap.24. Tho ■ 
qualifications , for Knighthood are Merit, Birth, and 
Eftate j they are to be Gentlemen of three 1 paternal’ 
defcents, bearing <jpat armour -j% 

The different Orders of Knighthood are divided' into 
twoclaffes; the firft confiffs of the Religious, which 1 
not only includes the defence of the Princes j the State,: 
and of Chriftianity, but alfo by particular vows, and 
other Rules, renders them' entirely under fubje&ion to. 
their chief. The fecond clafs comprehends the military, 
which Sovereigns have eftablifhed to encourage the no-c 
bifity, and keep emulation among their fubjedts in the 
wars, and the management of Rate affairs.

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A Reports of a familiar Conference betwene a Knightes 
eldeft fonne and a Studient in the Lawes of the realme 
concerning the preheminency of the ordre of Knight- 
hode before the degre of a Sergeant at Lawe

THE eldeft fonne of a Knight, a youth . of good 
mettall, hauing heard it bruted, that of late the Ser- 
geauntes at Lawe ftroue to take place of Knightes, 
was defirous to informe himfelf therein, thereupon he 
got the booke intituled, “ Honor military and Ciuill,’* 
and that w’ch is called, “ the Glory -of Generofitie,’* 
wherein many worthy thinges he found written of the 
honor of Knighthod; but finding very litle oT the 
degre of the Sergeaunt at Lawe : but not being fatis- 
fied therewith, he bethought him of an acqeaintaynce, 
a good ftudient in the lawes of the realme, and caft 
abought howe he might get from him how the Lawes 
of the realme did account of Knighthod, 

After fom frendly difeourfes betwene them, the fell- 
to talke of the multitude of Knightes lately made -}* : 
“ I dought not,” quoth the young gentleman, “ it will 
brede a difgrace to the whole degre.” “ It may be 
“ foe,” quoth his frende, “ but feing it hath pleafed 
“ the King’s Ma’tie to be bountefull therein, at his 
“ firft coniming, why«fhold the degre take any hurte 
«* thereby; for I can tell you, in our realme, they haue 
“ bene of greate efteme.” “ Why 1” faith the young 
gentleman, “ what hath y’r lawes to doe w’th them ?”

« was go ne ; but if a Knight weare made an Earle or 
« Duke,, the name of Knight remained. And a 0 8 E. 
*( IV, fob at top feyera} times diuers qf the Judges 
f f wear-e. of this opinion, that this worde Knight was 
« not only, nomen dignitatis, but parcell of his name 
f‘ ajfp, . Take this,” quoth he, “ for the prefent ; and 
at mom leyfure I {hall finde more.” “ Well,” faith 
the other, “ I thanke you for this; but tell me, I 
« pray yon, is the lawe fo ft'ill ?” “ Yea, furely,” an- 

swered the Studient, “ for any thinge I knpwe ; fave that 
“ l remember there wps a ftatute made, a° 1 Edw. the 
'« Vlth, to remedy the overthrowinge of the fuite, if 
** the plajntife, during the continuance thereof, weare 
< “ made a Knight-” “ That hath good reafon,” re- 

plied the youth, “ in my litle fkill, it is harde that a 
“ fuite well begon ne {hold be dafhed by an addition of 

B 4 “ honor.” 
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“ honor.” And fo bidding him farewell; faith the ■ 
Studient unto "him, ** You are at good leyfure, take, 
ff here, I will lend' you the ftatute bookes in Englilhe j 
“ turne them over ; perhaps you may finde there of 
Knights for your purpofe ; for I remember fom- 
<( what ; but it is not now readie with me.” 

The young Efquire toke the bookes home w’th him, 
and being fett on edge, began w’th the greate Charter 
of Reftitution and Confirmation of the auntieht Cuf- 
tomes and Liberties of England, graunted by King 
Henry the Third,' in the ixth yeare of his rai^ne, in 
the xiith chapter, he founde it ordayned, that affifes of 
Novell-difleifon, and of mortdaunceftor, fhold not 
be taken any other vvheare but w’thin the counties 
where they happened ; and that the King him- 
felf, or his Chiefe' Juftice (‘if he were out of the 
realme) fhold fend his Juftices thorogh every countic 
once a yeare, who, w’th the Knightes of the fame 
countie, fhold there taka the afiizes. It incoraged him 
well to have fo good luck at the firft; and going on, 
he founde like credit given unto Knightes jn the Sta- 
tutes of Weflminfter, the ’firft in the third yeare of 
Edward the Fifft, the chapter 30, and in the ftatute 
of anno 27 of Ed. the Firft, capit 3 & 4, whereby 
they weare appointed to be affociated to the Juftice of 
nifi prius ; alfo he found befides amongeft the ftatutes 
of Weflminfter, the firft capit 35, efpeciall ^uifion 
made, that eucry tenaunt fliold pay to his Landlord, 
towards the making of his ealdeft fonne of his faid 
Landlorde Knight. That pleafed him alfo ; and began 
to magine, it might be his owne turne to haue fom* 
benifite by that ftatute hereafter, but be obferved 
6 more- 

v* 
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moreover out of it, that abought that time it femed 
to be a chargeable thing, to be made a Knight; and 
goinge on afaongeft thofe ftatutes, and out of the 42th 
chapter- of Weftminfter, the fecond a° 13 E. I. he 
gathered much plaufable mattre ; for there he founde' 
that Earles and Barones, longe before that tyme, had' 
vfed to take the ordre of Knighthod vpon them as an’ 
addition of honor ; for there it was guided, becaufe 
the Madhalls began to exadte ouer greate fees, that if 
he had taker) a palfraye at the doinge of there homage,' 
he (hold not take an other palfraye, when thedCing 
made them Knightes ; but Ihold content himfelf w’th 
pn palfray for both, or 'w’th the auntieiit prife thereof,’ 
and this was long before there was any fpeciall ordre of 
Knighthod invented in ’England after the Conqueft.' 
Yet he turned further,' and light upon the ftatute of 
Carlile, made a 0 15 E. II. by w’ch it was enadted 
abought acknolidginge of fines to be levied of landes 
betwene ptie and ptie (a mattre of greate importance) 
if any of the pties cold not appeare in courte, that 
then one at the leafte of the Judges of the fame courte, 
w’th an Abbot, Prior, or Knight, ihold goe to the 
ptie, and take his acknolidgment, and certifye the 
fame. And turning to and fro he found another olde 
ordinance concerning mattre of torneaments, in w’ch 
noble erercife Knights weare afiociate to Earles and 
Barones, and one lawe for them all. So thinking lie 
had enoughe he gaue ouer for the time ; after i daye 
pr too he went w’th his collections ro vizite his law* 
yer upon the metinge ; <£ What !” faith the Lawyer, 
f * haue you fOunde any thing for your purpofe 
1* yea, that I haue,” aunfwered the youth > “ I hope I

“made fergeaunt?” “ J cannot Jhewe any president 
•* thereof,” faith the other* “ nor remember an y booke 
“ cafe thereupon ; but lake into the ffetutes I told you 
** on the laft day concerning fuch tpattres ; and you 
“ lhall finds that it fltreached by exprefs name unto 
“ Setgeaunts afwell as unto Knights.” “ I befeache 
“ you, let me fe the ftatute,” faith the youth, “ for 
t f now I thinke I tafte a flatute well.” The Lawyerp 
turned’ to the ftatute, and there they found it 
fo indqfde. “You haue faid fore a to me,” .faith 
the youth; but yet J efpye a difference; the 
f‘ Knight is there placed before the Sergeaunt: an 
, , “ other 
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f< other thing I note, that Barones be mentioned there 
f‘ alfo ; and yet ye tolde me the other day, that Barq 
** was not nomen dignitatis in your Lawe : why, then 
did they nedelefly put them in amongeft the refte ?'* 
f* I was not of councell w’th the penning of the adte,” 
quoth the Lawyer, “ I cannot tell you readilyeJ* 
“ Will you heare the witt of a younge Lad,” quoth 
the youth ; “ they founde the Baron worthy of more 
“ than that ; and the Sergeauntes themfelyes being 
likely the penners or furveiors of fuch a lawe- 
f* a<5te, put themfelves in for there credits : he is an ill 
f* cooke, the fay, (that cannot licke his owne fingers.’* 
The Lawyer laughed hartely at his reafod. There fate 
by them at that time a Solicitor to a Nobleman : “ In 
“good fauth,’’ quoth he, “by y’r good favours, if 
“ you will giue me leaue to fpeake, I haue much mar- 
vailed at on thinge, in reading ouer my Lordes 
** auntient evidences I finde very many olde dedes, and 
many Knightes witneffes unto them, and moft co* 
** monly in thefe words : Hiis Teilib’ dominis M- C. 
“ J. T. militib’, &c. and yet l knowe well thefe witt- 
** nefies weare never Lordes, and if he weare a Lords 
“ and Knight alfo, yet was it all one, and many

** felves j§ciant, qd. ego Dominus E. F. miles, &c< 
“ and .there wives be called Ladies as longe as they 
“ ljue.” “ You fay fomwhat for the eftimatioq of 
e * Knights,” fayth the youth ; “ for fince I was at 
f e fchole I have learned, that Dominus in Latyne is 
“ Lorde in Englilhe, and in French Sire ; whereby 
you caufe me to obferve, that unto this day Knightes 
41 be called comonly Sr. J.. E. or Sr. J. T.” There r 
5 upon 
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upon the fpeache betwene them brake up ; for it 
femed the other twoe had more mattre of earneft to 
Confer upon ; the youth bad them farwell, and tolde the 
Lawyer “ he had forgate his bookes ; but he wold bring 
fhem the next day w’th thankes.” Having litle to doe, 
when he came home, he fell to turne over the.booke 
of the ftatutes in the tyme of King H. VIII. and by 
mere chaunce light upon a ftatute concerning appar- 
rell, in the firft yeare of his raigne, capt. 14. and 
being deOrous to knowe what apparrell he himfelf 
plight weare, he founde there ^phibited amongeft other 
thinges, that no man, under the degre of a Knight, 
except Spirituall Men and Sergeaynts at the Lawe, & c, - 
3hold vfe any more cloathe in a longe gowne than foure 
broade yeardes. “Oh,” faith he, “that I had the 
“ Lawyer heare ; I wold put him downe, concerning 
“ his Sergeaunts ; Iunderftond Englifhe afwell as the 
" beft of them.” He turned further, and fpunde the 
like lawe, worde for worde, in effect, a 0 7 H. VIII. 
ca. 7. “ What,” quprh he, if the Sergeaunt had 

f* wrpng in the firft ftatute, to be put under the degre 
“ of a Knight, cold he not right himfelf in the next ? 

** I am verily pfwaded there was no queftion in thofe 
“ dayes but that the degre of a Sergeaunte was under 
“ the degre of a Knight.” So he lefte it till the next 
day, when he caried home the bookes. 

** I thanke you for y’r bookes. Sir,” quoth he, “ in 
** faith, I haue founde here mattre enough t* pfivade 
** your Sergeants to content them w’th there du.e 
“ places ; for I haue heard the moft of them to be 
** graue and modeft men.” “ What is that,” quoth 
the Lawyer? So he. lhewed him the twoe ftatutes. 

When 
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When'hehdd read them. he pawfed awhile ; and then ’ 
W’th good'courage : “ Ttfftie, turtle,” quottrhe, “yotf 
“ are neuer a whit the hearer ; both thefe ftatuees- be ' 
“repealed.” “Repealed!” quoth the youth; and,' 
w'th a fecond breath, “ What though ” quoth he, “I ’ 
<f am fur£ I may neverthelefs truly collect out of ’ 
“ them what the opinion of the whole pliament was ' 
“ then concerning the difference of there degrees." ‘ 
“ Well, well," faith the Lawyer, “ there is a late ‘ 
“ ftatute ; we will fee how that ftatute runneth." So 
he -turned to the ftatute of 24 H. VIII. cap. 15. and' 
read .it over. “ Locye,” faid the Studient, “ herds’ 
“ no filch mattre." “ Marry, no mervaile, ’ faith the 
other ; “ for that claufe of longe gownes, wherein this 
“ difference is fet out, is wholly left out ; but is there' 
•f any thing in this contrary to the former ? I tell you* 
“ truly; as: little (kill as I' baue, I note on thing in , it' 
“ more than I knewe before, concerning the folempne* 
ftete of a Knight, it is here generally (phibited, that* 
“nd mttrv, unlefs he be a Knight, fhall weare any* 
“ coller of SS; indede I haue fene very fewe at this 
“ day, but the Judges that be Knightes, vfe them.” 
“ You are very earneft in y’r father’s behalf,” faith 
the Lawyer. “ Nay, but for the truth,” [quoth the 
other; “But on thing more I wold fayne fee, and I 
“ haue done : You tolde me of an authorise that this 
“ word Sergeant was nomen dignitatis. Let me fee 
“ the plaee, if you be a good fellowe." So he toke 
downe his Brooke’s Abridgment, and rtiewed him the 
place where Broke faith, “ dicitur alibi, qd feruiens 
“ ad legem eft nomen dignitatis.” “ Alibi,” faith the 
, jrouhg gentleman, “ where is that alibi ? haue you read 

“it 
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« 4 t tn any other bdokes of your Lawt ?” “ In deie,” 
faith the other, “ I doe not remember it.” *f. Well,” 
qvjoth the youth, “ I dpqght y’r booke is mifprintedj 
“ for alii* it fliold be tonUibi,” “ You are very pkafant,” • 
quoth the Lawyer; . “ Nay,” quoth he, * 1 have done, 
“ I loue Lawyers well, and hope to be a Sergeattnt my - 
felfe, if I cold once get thoregh my Litleton; a«d I ■ 
“ tell you true in the bookes of herauldes that bepub- 
“ lifted, Sergetwnts be ranked, but amongft Squires.” 

“ Farewell now, my good Lawyer ; and I may 
“ chaunce to. have a turne or twoe abought w’th an 
“ herald in this rnattre, afwell as I haue had w’th you; 
“ if I may light of a man of judgment and 4fciU in 
“ there ,pfeffion, as I heare fay fotn of them' are at 
“this time; and I will take a, time to Iqke ouertha 
“ auntient Chronicles and Hiltories of our Nation, - 
“ what they reports of Knighthod, for I hope to "finds' 
“ there recorded, that Kinges haue honored there ' 
'f ealdefl fonnes, and y’r greateft men whom y’u call 
“ ,pceres & magnates regni w’th the order of Knight** 
“ hod, as a great grace unto them. Adieu.” 
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THE ORDER OF THE GARTER. 


T H E mod noble order of the Garter was inflituted 
by king Edward III. Jan. 19, 1344. 

King Edward, being of a military genius, and en- 
gaged in a war for recovering of France (which de- 
fended to him by right of his mother,, made it his 
bufinefs to draw the beft foldiers of Europe into his in- 
tereft. * 

With this view he projected the reftoration of king 
Arthur’sRound Table; and proclaimed a folemn tilting, 
to invite foreigners of quality and courage to the ex- 
ercife. 

The place for the folemnity being fixed at Windfor, 
he publilhed his royal letters of protection, for the fafe 
coming and returning of fuch foreign Knights as in- 
tended to venture their reputation at thofe Jufts and 
Tournaments which were to be held on the 19th of 
January, 1344. 

He provided a great fupper, to begin the folemnity ; 
and. then ordaining this feaft to be annually kept at 
Whitfuntide, he for that purpofe ereCted a particular 
building in the caftle, wherein he placed a round 
table, of two hundred feet diameter, in imitation of 
king Arthur’s at Winchefter ; and thereat entertained 
the Knights at his own expence of a hundred pounds 
per week. 

C TThis 
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This Prince {Edward) commended himfelf, and his 
companions, to the patronage of St. George, who fuf- 
fered martyrdom under Dioclefian the Emperor, and 
was a perfon of greater eminence, in both the Eaftern 
and Weftern churches, than any other military faint ; 
and that his memory might be {till continued, he gave 
them, for part of their daily habit, the image of the 
faid faint (fitting on horfeback encountering the dragon 
with a tilting fpear) appendant to a blue ribbon, con- 
tinually to be worn about their 'necks. 

The faid King, iflurng out his garter for the fignal. 
of a battle that was crowned with fuccefs (which is 
fuppofed to be the battle of Crefiy, where he took 
John the French King prifoner, and brought him to 
England ; at which time he had alfo prifoner David 
King of Scotland, and by Edward his fon the Black 
Prince expelling the Rebels of Caftile, and enthroning 
Don Pedro) their lawful King, he upon thefe glorious 
exploits inftituted this Order, giving the Garter pre- 
eminence amongft its enfigns, whence the feledl num- 
ber, whom he incorporated into a fraternity, were 
ftyled Equites Aurea Perifcelidis t viz. Knights of the gol- 
den Garter, an order by companionfhip illuftrated with 
the Emperors of Germany, Kings of France, Denmark, 
Portugal, Spain, Scotland, Sweden, Naples, Poland, 
and Arragon ; befides many Princes, and Dukes, as 
Orange, Brunfwick, Burgundy, Urbin, Holftein, Guel- 
derland, Holland, Milan, Savoy, Saxony, Wittenberg, 
Ferrara, Brandenburg, &c. 

The habits and enfigns of the order, with the forms 
of itiveftitUte, are thus : 

They 
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They confift of the Garter, Surcoat, Mantle, Hood, 
George, Collar, Cap, and Feathers; the four firft 
were afligned by the founder, and the reft by t king 
Henry VIII. Thefe are the whole habits or enligns of 
the order. 

The Garter has the pre-eminence, being the firft 
part of the habit prefented to foreign princes and ab- 
fent Knights, who, and all other Knights eledt, are 
therewith firft adorned ; and is of lo great honour and 
grandeur, that by the bare inyeftiture with this noble 
enftgn, the Knights are efteemed companions of the 
greateft military order in the world. *' 

The Garter, appointed to be worn by the Knights on 
the left leg between the knee and calf, was inftituted by 
the founder, as a tye of afibciation in honour and mili- 
tary virtue, to bind the Knights ftridtly to himfelf and 
each other in friendlhip, and as an enfign.of unity and 
combination, to promote the honour of God, and the 
intereft of their prince and fovereign. 

He alfo caufed to be wrought in gold letters this 
motto, . Honi foit qui mal y penfe\ declaring thereby 
the equity of his intention, retorting lhame and de- 
fiance upon him who lhould dare to think ill of the juft 
enterprize. in which he had engaged, for the fupport 
of Kis right to that crown. 

When the fovereign defigns to eledt a companion into 
this order,’ the chancellor belonging to the faid, draws 
up the letters, which, palling both under the fovereign’s 
fign manual and the fignet of the order, are fent to 
the perfon by Garter principal king of arms, which is as 
follows: 

C % We, 
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We, with the companions of our mojl noble order of the 
Garter , afembkd in chapter holden this prefent day at our 
cajlle of Windfor, confidering the virtuous fidelity you have 
Jhewn , and the honourable exploits you have done in our 
fervice, by vindicating and maintaining in our juft right, &c. 
have elefled and chofen you one of the companions of our 
order . Therefore toe require you to make your fpeedy repair 
unto us, to receive the enjigns thereof \ and be ready for 
youf inftallation upon the — day bf this prefent month, &c. 

The Garter, which is of blue velvet bordered with 
gold (having the letters of the motto of the fame), is 
buckled upon the leg, at the time of the ele&ion, with 
this ceremony : 

, 7 o the honour of God omnipotent , and in memorial of 
the blejfed Martyr St. George, tye about thy leg for thy 
renown this noble Garter ; wear it as the fmbol of the 
moft illuftrious order, never to be forgotten or laid aftde ', 
that thereby thou may ft be admonijhed to be courageous ; 
and having undertaken a juft war, in which thou Jhalt be 
engaged, thou mayjl Jland firm, valiantly fight, and fuc - 
cefsfully conquer. 

The Gartet'betng buckled on, and the words of its 
lignification pronounced, the elcdt Knight is brought 
before the fovereigb, who puts about his neck a fky co- 
loured ribbon, to which Is pendant the image of St. 
George on horfeback encountering with the dragon, the 
whole encircled with the Garter. See Plate 5 . 
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.THE ADMONITION. 

WEAR this ribbon about thy neck, adorned with the 
image of the blejjed Martyr, and foldier of CImJl, St. 
George, by whofe imitation provoked, thou mayft fo over - 
pafs both profperous and adverfe adventures, that having 
ftoutly vanquijhed thy enemies, both of body and foul , thou 
mayft not only receive the praife of this tranfient combat, 
but be crowned with the palm of eternal viSlory , ' 

His ftockings and breeches (being the fame) are of 
pearl -coloured lilk, called pantaloons. On the outfide 
of the right knee is fixed a knot of open filver lace and 
ribbons intermixed, in form of a large rofe; and, a little 
below the knee, is placed the Garter. His fhoe?, which 
are of white {hammy, with red ’ heels, have each a 
knot (as the former) on the exterior fide. His doublet 
is cloth of filver, adorned before and behind, and 
down the fleeves, with feveral guards, or rows of open 
filver lace, each lace having a row of fmall buttons fet 
down the middle. The cuffs are open, and adorned 
"with the aforementioned lace and ribbons fet in fmall 
loops. At the bottom of the upper feam of each cuff, 
is fixed a knot of filver ribbons that fall over his 

i 

gloves, which are of kid, laced at the top with fib 
ver, and adorned at the opening with a knot, as 
that on the cuff. His trowfers (which are of tiffue, the 
fame as the doublet, and adorned with two rows of 
lace and ribbons, intermixed and fet at a fmall dff« 
tance, that the ground appears between them) being 
buckled round his waift, are in form of a pair of putt 
breeches, reaching to the middle of his thighs, and in 
this habit (having a blue ribbon fpread over the left 
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Ihoulder, and brought under the right arm, with the 
George appendant) he proceeds from his lodgings in 
the caftle to the chapter houfe, where difrobing himfelf 
of his upper garment', he is inverted with a furcoat of 
erimfon velvet, lined with white tafFata, during which 
time the admonition is given as follows : 

Take this robe of erimfon to the increafe of your honour, 
and in token or Jign of the moji noble order you have ret 
ceived, wherewith you being defended , may be bold, not . 
only Jlrong to fight , but alfo to offer yourfelf to fhedyoux 
blood for Chriffs faith, the liberties of the Church , and 
the jujl and ncceffary defence of them that are oppreffed 
and needy . 

After this, his fwopd is girt about him over his fur- 
coat, with a belt the fame as the coat, and then bear- 
ing his cap (in his hand) which is of black velvet 
adorned with a diamond band, and a plume of white 
feathers with an heron fprig in the middle, he pro- 
ceeds to his inftallation in St. George’s chapel, being 
led between two Knights Companions of the order, to 
' the feat below his ftall, where (Garter king of arms 
having on a erimfon velvet culhion, laced and tafieled 
with gold, brought the mantle, collar, hood, and the 
book of (latutes) laying his right hand on the New 
Teftament, the oath is adminiftered to him in the fol- 
lowing manner : 

2 ou being chofen to be one of the honourable company of 
this moji noble order of the Garter , ffall pronxife and feea r 
by the Holy Evangelijls, by you here touched, that wit- 
tingly or willingly you fhall not break any Jlatute of the 
faid order , or any articles in them contained , the fame be- 
ing agreeable, and not repugnant, to the laws of Almighty 
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God, end the laws of this realm, as far forth as to you 
beloingeth and appertained : fo help you God, and his holy 
word. 

As fbon as the Knight eledt hath taken the oath, He 
is led to his appointed ftall, where he is invefted’io 
manner Following : , 

The mantle, which is lined as the furcoat, is of Ik) - 
coloured velvet, adorned on the left fjioulder with St. 
George’s crofs incircled with the Garter, wreathed on 
the edges with blue and gold ; the mantle, being put 
on him by the two Knights that led him into the choir, 
is fattened about his neck with a cordon or robe-ftring, 
made of the fame coloured filk and gold twitted, the 
ends whereof are made into large knobs or buttons 
enriched with a caul and fringed; and whilft the cere- 
mony of inveftiture with the mantle (which is tied up- 
on the right fhoulder) is performing, the following ad- 
monition is pronounced by the regifter : 

Receive this robe of heavenly colour, the livery of this 
mojl excellent order , in augmentation of thy honour, ena- 
bled with the Jhield and red crofs of our Lord, by whofe 
power thou mayft fafely pierce troops of thy enemies, and. bg 
over them ever victorious ; and being in this temporal war- 
fare glorious in egregious and heroick aftions, thou mayjl 
obtain eternal and triumphant joy. 

The Hood, which is, of crimfon velvet, and lined 
with white taffata, was fprmerly worn upon the head,; 
but now the cap taking place, it is laid upon t;he right 
fhoulder over the 'mantle, and fattened by the tippet, 
which comes acrofs his breaft, and ’ tucks under his 

■ • -/t ■ ^ 

girdle ; but this having no ceretnony, we proceed to 
the collar. 

„ - C 4 The 
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The collar, which weighs thirty ounces troy, of 
gold, was introduced by Henry VIII. and contains 
twenty-fix Garters enamelled, and as many knots, al- 
luding to the fovereign of the order, and his twenty-five 
companions, and with the rofes and mottoesis exadly 
formed and joined, to which is pendant the figure of 
St. George on horfeback, in armour, incountering the 
dragon with a tilting fpear ; which medal is of gold, 
and may be enriched with jewels at the pleafure of the 
poflefibr. See plate 2. The collar, with the George, 
being part of the habit, is put over the mantle and hood 
(being fattened on each lhoulder by a ribbon), with the 
following ceremony. 

Wear this collar about thy neck, adorned with the image 
ef the hlejfed Mrtyr and foldier of Chrijl, St. George, 
by whofe imitation provoked thou mayjl fo overpafs both 
profperous and adverfe encounters , that having ftoittly van - 
quijhed thy enemies both of body and foul , thou mayfi not 
only receive the praife of this tranftent combat, but alfo, 
at the lajl , the endlefs and everlajling reward of viblory. 

Then the cap and feathers being put on the head of 
the eled Knight, his inveftiture is completed ; and 
after divine fervice, and feveral religious ceremonies 
and offerings at the high altar, they, with trumpets 
founding, march to dinner. 

Abput the latter end of the reign of king James the 
Firfl it was decreed, that the letter George, which 
heretofore was daily worn before the breaft in a gold 
chain, fhould, for the more conveniency of riding or 
adion, be worn appendant at a blue ribbon, fpread 
over the left lhoulder, and brought under the right 
arrn ; which method flill continues ; the ribbon and 

George 
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George is worn in time of mourning. The George is 
of gold, and may be enriched as the former, but is 
always encompafied with the Garter and motto, which 
that is pot. See plate 5. 

In the reign of King Charles II. it was ordained* 
that the Sovereign and Knights Companions, as alfo 
the Prelate and Chancellor, fhould at all times, and in 
all places and afiemblies, when they were not adorned 
with their robes, wear upon their left fide of their 
coat, or cloaks, the crofs of the order, encompafied 
with the Garter, and to the faid Crofs and Garter the 
faid King added a Silver Star of eight points. See 
plate 2. 

For the convenience of travelling, the Knights of the 
Order were permitted to wear a blue ribbon under 
their boot, inftead of the Garter ; but without that . 
and their lefler George and Star, they, by the ftatutes 
of the Order, are never to appear in public, except 
upon the principal feafts of the year, when they wear 
. their collars ; and then the ribbon and George is omit- 
ted. 

At the great folemnity of the inftallation of a Knight 
of the Garter, his helmet, crefi:,' fword, banner, and 
plate, containing his arms and titles, are fet over his 
ftall in the chapel of St. George at Windfor, as a mark 
of honour, and to remain during his being of that 
order. 

No Knight eledt ought to be fummoned to a Chapter 
. of Eledtion, or is rendered fufficient of giving his 
vote therein, until he be compleatiy inftalled, either 
in perfon, qr by proxy. 

At 
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At a Chapter held at White-hall, the 4th of Fe- 
bruary, 22 Car. II. ordained, that not any of the 
achievements of an eledt Knight, lhall be fet up in 
the Chapel at Windfor before he be inftalled, and the 
fees of inftallation paid. 

In a Chapter held 1669, 21 Car. It. at White-hall, it 
Was decreed, that the mantle of each Knight Com- 
panibn, with the Book of Statutes, lhould be fent to 
Windfbr, immediately after their deaths : and that the 
Chancellor of the Order lhould be obliged, by letters 
to their heirs and executors, 'to put them in mind of 
fending them thither. But it is to be underftood, that 
where the mantle has been provided at the Knight's 
own charge, there is no obligation for returning 
them *. 

PRELATE OF THE GARTER. 

■ THE Prelate is the firft and premier officer. His of- 
fice is as ancient as the inflitution, and is of great ho- 
nour, but he has neither falary nor pecuniary fees al- 
lowed him ; he has apartments allotted in Windfor Caftle, 
and, as often as he goes thither, he is allowed court-li- 
very, for himfelf and fervants, according to the degree 
of an Earl. This office is vefted in the Bifhop of Win- 
cheftef for the time being. 

By his oath he is to be prefent at all chapters 
whereunto he is fummoned ; to report all things truly ; 
to take the fcrutiny faithfully, and prefent it to the So- 
vereign ; tb keep fecret the counfels of the Order ; to 
* Aflimole abridged. 
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promote and maintain the honour of it. By his of* 
fice he takes place in parliament next to the Bilhop of 
Durham. 

By a warrant under the fignet of the order, dated 
Feb. 19, 13 Charles II. the prelate had affigtied him, 
for his livery of the order, one robe of purple velvet. 
Containing eighteen yards, and ten yards of white taf* 
Faty for lining, as alfo the arms of St. George within 
the Garter, having laces, buttons and taffels of purple 
filk, and Venice gold ; he is to wear this robe yearly on 
the vigil and day of St. George, whether it be in par- 
liament, or any other folemn occafion or feftival what- 
foever. 

The honours conferred on this officer are, that his 
place in all proceedings and ceremonies of the order is 
on the right hand of the Chancellor ; his arms are im- 
paled with thofe of his fee, furrounded with the Garter. 

He hdth apartments in the caftle of Windfor, fituated 
on the north fide, called Winchefter Tower ; when he 
is not invefted with his robe, he wears a fcutcheon of 
the arms of St. George, but not incircled with pearls 
and Hones. 

♦ 

CHANCELLOR OF THE GARTER. 

THIS office is veiled in the Bilhop of Salisbury for 
'the time being. He is to keep the great feal of the 
order, and has place and precedence in all proceedings 
and feffions, next the Prelate ; in all places and afiem- 
blies is ranked after the Knights, Privy Counfellors, and 
before the Chancellor of the Exchequer. The ftatutes 
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- allow him apartments in Windfor Caftle, in the fouth- 
weft Tower in the lower ward of the caftle, called Chan* 
cellor’s tower. 

His oath, robe, and livery, ih the Sovereign’s court, 
are the fame as the Prelate’s. His office is not only to 
feal original ftatutes, appointed to remain perpetually 
in Windfor caftle, but alfo thofe copies, of which 
each Knight Companion is obliged to have one, are in his 
keeping, with letters of licence, mandates and certifi- 
cates relating to the order. 

The Chancellor’s badge of diftindtion is a medal of 
gold, enamelled with a red rofe, within a Garter of 
blue enamel, with this motto, Horn foil qui maly penfe ; 
and on the reverfe thereof, , St. George enamelled within 
the Garter, pendant to a purple ribbon, or gpld 
chain. 


REGISTER OF THE GARTER. 

THIS officer was one of the three conftituted at 
the firft inftitution of the Order. His mantle is crim- 
lon fattin, lined with taffaty, and a fcutcheon of St. 
George’s arms, embroidered on the left ihoulder, but 
not incircled with a Garter, having taffals the fame as. 
the Prelate and Chancellor., 

He has apartments in the caftle of Windfor ; on his 
breaft a red book of the Order, with this device, two 
pens in faltire, within the Garter. 


GAR- 
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GARTER. 

THE fourth officer of the Order is Garter, mftituted 
by Henry V. with the advice and confent of ail the 
Knights Companions, who for the honour of the Or- 
der was pleafed he ihould be the principal Officer 
within the College of Arms, and chief of the He- 
ralds. 

The fervices enjoined him, relating to the Order, 
were, in preceding times, performed by the Windfor 
Herald of Arms, an officer created by king Edward 
the Third. 

His robe is the fame as the Regifter; be wears pen- 
dant to a chain a gold medal enamelled with the So- 
vereign’s arms, impaled with the Crofs of St. George, 
furrounded with the Garter, and crowned with an Im- 
perial Crown. 

BLACK ROD. 

THE fifth and laft Officer is the Black Rod. This 
Officer was inftituted by the founder ; according to 
|he inftitution, he is to be a Gentleman of blood and 
arms, born within the Sovereign’s dominions ; and if 
•not a Knight at his admiffion into the office, he is to 
be knighted ; and, for the honour of the order, he is 
appointed the chief Ulher in the kingdom. 

In a chapter held at Whitehall, the 13th of Febru- 
ary, 6 Car. I. it was decreed, that the office of the 
Black Rod fhould from thenceforth fucceffively, as 
1 fooq 
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foon as the fame lhould become void, be annexed to 
fome one of the Gentlemen Ulhers, Daily Waiters, 
whom the Sovereign lhould appoint. 

The oath given to this officer (temp. Hen. VIII.) 
was, “ truly and faithfully to obferve and keep all the 
“ points of the Statutes of the Order, as to him be- 
“ longed and appertained.’* His mantle is the fame as 
the Regifter and Garter j it was ordained, that he of 
his Deputy lhould carry a Black Rod (yrhence he hath 
his titles) before the Sovereign, or his Deputy, at the. 
Jeaft of St. George, within the Caftle of Windfor, and 
at other folemnities and chapters of the Order, on the 
top of the Rod there ought to be fet a Lion of Eng- 
land. This Rod ferves inftead of a mace, and has the 
fame authority to apprehend delinquents, and Rich as 
have offended againft the ftatutes of the Order. And 
.where he apprehends any one of the Order, as guilty 
of fome crime for which he is to be expelled, the mao* 
ner of it is, by touching them with this Black Rod 
his fee for it is five pound. 

He has afligned him a gold badge, to be worn pen- 
dant to a chain or ribbon, before his breaft ; a knot 
(like thofe in the Collar of the Order) encompafied with 
the Garter and Motto, being alike on both lides. 4 
There is a houfe in Windfor Caftle granted to this 
Officer by Letters Patent, during life. It is fituated 
on the South fide of the Caftle in the middle ward. 
By the constitutions he is granted Baron’s-fervice at the 
church, and livery thereto appertaining. 

King Charles the Firft annexed to this Officer the 
little Park of Windfor, for ever ; and not to be dif- 
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pofed of but under the Great Seal of the Order, and 
that only to the Ufhcr of the Order for the tune 
being. 


The Installation of

THE ceremonies obferved at the Inftallation of 
the Knights of the Order of the Garter; 7 the parti- 
culars of which Mr. Porny, who was an eye-witnefs at 
the Inftallation of his Royal Highnefs the Prince of 
Wales , his Royal Highnefs the Bi/hop of Ofnaburgh, his 
Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland ', his Serene 
Highnefs the Duke of Mecklenburgb, his Serene High- 
nefs the Prince of Brunfwick , the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough t the Duke of Grafton, the Earl of Albemarle, and 
the Earl Gower, in prefence of the Sovereign, at 
Windfor, defcribes as follows : 

The Knights Companions, in the full habit of the 
Order ; the Officers of the Order, in their mantles ; 
the Knights eledt, in the under habit of their Order; 
having their caps and feathers in their hands ; and the 
proxies, in their ordinary habit, attended the Sove- 
reign in the royal apartment ; the Officers of Arms 
being in the prefence-chamber, the Canons and poor 
Knights in the guard-chamber.

KNIGHTS BANNERETS. 

• , ...... t 

THIS Order is certainly honourable, becaufe con- " 
ferred upon fome heroick adlion performed in the field. 
Selden fays, the firft account of this dignity of honour 
is'in the reign of Edward the Firft, in the account of ! 
his Wardrobe. 

That Knights Bannerets were next to Barons in dig- 
nity appears by the ftatute made in the fifth year of 
King Richard II. Stat. 2. Chap. 4. by which ftatute, 
fuch Bannerets were anciently called by fummons to 
Parliament ; they ftill continue the next degree to the 
nobility, are allowed to bear Arms with fupporters ■, 
they take place of Baronets, and anciently had Knights 
Batchelors and Efquires to ferve . under them. 

King Charles I. did, by , his letters patents, ordain that 
the wives of Bannerets and their heirs male Ihould have 
the precedency as well after.as before the deaths of their 
hulbands, if they Ihould happen *0 furvive, before the 
wives of. all thofe of whom the Knights Baronets and 
their heirs male had the precedency, and even before 
the wives of Knights Baronets *. 

Bannerets have no particular badge worn on their 
Garments , but in England their arms are painted on a ban- 
ner placed in the paws of the fupporters to their arms. 

The ceremony of their creation is thus : The King, 
or his General, at the head of his army, drawn up in 
- order of battle after a victory, under the royal ftandard 
difplayed, attended by all the officers and nobility pre- 
fcnt, receives the Knight, led between two Knights, 
* Chamberiaytie’s Prefent State of Great Britain. 

car- 
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carrying his pennon of arms in his hand, the Heralds 
walking before him, who proclaim his valiant achieve- 
ments, for which he has defcfved to be made a-Knight 
Banneret, and to difplay his banner in the field; then 
the King or the General fays to him. Advances tty Ban-, 
tieret, and caufes the point of his pennon to be rent 
off ; then the new Knight, having the trumpets before 
him founding, the nobility and officers bearing' him 
company, is fent back to his tent, vyhere they are all 
entertained. 

The words the Herald fay? to the King or his Gene* 
ral, upon prefenting the Knight, are thefe; 

“ May it pleafe your Grace to underftand, that this- 
“ Gentleman hath (hewed himfelf valiant in the field, 
ie and for fo doing deferveth to be advanced to the de* 

“ gree of a Khight Banneret, as worthy from hence* 

“ forth to bear a banner in the war.” 

The Heralds that conduced him were to receive for, 
their fees three pounds fix (hillings and eight pence 
and if he was before a Knight Batchelor, then he was 
to pay to the trumpets twenty (hillings. 

In the year 1773, at a review of the Royal Navy at , 
Portfmouth, his Majefty was gracioufly pleafed to confer, 
the honour of Knights Banneret, on the following flag 
officers and commanders under the royal (tandard, who 
kneeling, kiffed hands upon the occafion; vis*. Admi- 
rals, Pye and Spry ; Captains, Knight, Bickerron, and 
Vernon. 
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CREATION OF THE MOST HONOURABLE 
ORDER OF THE BATH. 


G EORGE, by the Grace of God, of Great Bri- 
tain; France, and Ireland, King, Defender of 
the Faith, &c. To all, to whom thefe prefents lhaH 
come, greeting. Whereas our Royal Predeceffors, 
upon divers wife and honourable confiderations, hav£, 
on occalion of certain auguft folemnities, conferred# 
with great ftate, upon their Royal Iffue male, the 
Princes of the Blood Royal, fcveral of their Nobility, 
Principal Officers, and other Perfons diftinguHhed by 
their birth, quality, and perfonal merit, that degree of 
Knighthood which hath' been denominated The Knight- 
hood of the Bath ; We, being moved by f the fartie coit- 
fiderations, do hereby declare our Royal intention, not 
only to re-eftablifh and fupport- theTaid honour of

And 
to the end that fuch ftatutes may be legally eflablilhed, 
we, following the example of our royal predecefior 
King Edward the Third, of glorious memory, founder 
of the moft noble Order of the Garter, who give 
fanftion to the ftatutes of that order, by affixing to 
them the feal, which had been by his command made 
and appointed for the fame Order, do hereby direct 
and appoint, that a feal fltall be immediately engraven, 
having upon one fide the reprefentation of our royal 
Perfon on horfeback in armour, the fhield Azure , three 
Imperial crowns Or y the arms ufually aferibed tor the 
renowned King Arthur, with this circumfcription.

and our Royal will and pleafure is, that the faid feal 
fliall for ever hereafter be the feal of the laid Order of 
the Bath { and that the ftatutes, to be perpetually and 
inviolably obferved within the faid Order, fhall be 
eflablilhed, and fealed by and with the fame feal. And 
we do hereby, for os, our heirs and fucceflors, declare 
and ordain, that the laid ftatutes, fo to be given by ns,

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kffited, fhall be of the fame force and validity, as if 
the fame ftatutes, and every article of them, had beeri 
Verbatim recited In thefe our letters patents, and had 
been pafled under the great feal of this our realm.

Regifter, King of Arms, Genealogift, Secretary, Ulher,

nion of the faid moft honourable military Order of the 
Bath, in cafe of any danger of invafion from foreign 
enemies, or a rebellion at home, whenever they lhall 
be Summoned by the Great Mafter, under the feal of the 
Order, in the Sovereign’s name, lhall maintain, at his 
own proper coft and charge, four men at arms, and 
the Great Mafter lhall maintain four trumpeters, for any 
number of days the Sovereign lhall think proper, not 
exceeding forty two days in any one year ; and lhall al-

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after which term of forty-two days, if the faid men at 
arms lhall be continued in fervice, they, and their offi- 
cers, lhall be paid in the fame manner as all other the 
horfe of our armies of Great Britain are paid. 

Secondly , That the faid men at arms lhall ferve 
within any part of the realm which the Sovereign lhall 
think proper, but not out of Great Britain. 

Thirdly t That the Great Mailer of our faid Order is, 
and always lhall be, Captain and Commander in chief 
of the. faid -men at arms. 

Fourthly , That the Great Mailer of our faid Order 
lhall always appoint, under the feal of the Order, the 
following officers, to lead and command the faid men 
at arms : that is, one captain-lieutenant, who lhall re- 
ceive the daily pay of eight of the faid men at arms ; 
one lieutenant, who lhall receive the daily pay of feven 
of the faid men at arms ; one fub-lieutenant, who lhall 
receive the daily pay of fix of the faid men ^t arms ; 
one enlign, who lhall receive the daily pay of four of 
the faid men at arms ; one guidon, who lhall receive 
the daily pay of four bf the faid men at arms ; and 
three quarter mailers, who lhall receive, amongll them 
all, the daily pay of fix of the faid men at arms : that 
three of every four of the faid men at arms to be fo 
paid by each of the faid Companions of the Order, 
and the four trumpeters to be paid by the Great 
Mailer, lhall be clothed in fcarlet cloth coats and waift-

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THE INSTALLATION 
of the Knights Eledt of the moft Honourable. 

Order of the Bath, held at Weftminfter, 

On the 19th of May, 1779. 

THE above day being appointed for the inftallation 
of the: KoiightsEledf of the moft Honourable Order of 
the Bath, feveral of the Knight* Companions, dreffed 
in their furcoati of red taffata, lined with white, girt 
about with a white girdle, and in mantles the fame as 
the furcOat, made faft about the neck with a cordon of 
White filk, taflelled of the fame and gold, their man* 
ties adorned on the left Ihoulder with the ehfign of the 
Order, viz. thru Imperial. Crowns Or, invirmed with 
this motto, “ Tria jutifta in mo,” upon a circle Gules, all 
upon a fiarof eight points. Silver ; which is daily worn 
on. the upper garment of each Knight. See plate 3. 

The Knights Eledt, in their furcoats, mantles, and 
fpurs, and proxies of the five abfent Knights Eledt, 
each bearing the mantle of his principal on his right 
arm, met in the Prince's Chamber, at Weftminfter, 
where their refpedlive Efquires alfo attended, and went 
in procefiion to the South Eaft door of Weftminfter* 
abbey ; from thence palling down the South fide aile, 
and turning through the laft arch next the great Weft 
door, they crofted the middle aile, and proceeding up 
the North fide aile to King Henry the Seventh’s Cha- 
pel, in the following order :

The Prums, Kettle Drums, and Trumpets, divided at 
the doors of the chapel, and formed a paffage on the 
outfide.

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The Alms-men entered the chapel'; and having made 
joint reverences, firft to the altar, and then to the 
Sovereign’s ftall, palling fix on each fide of King Henry 
the Seventh’s tomb, to the recedes of the windows ; 

The Mejfenger, with like reverences, placed himfelf 
between the altar and the ftall of the junior Knights. 

The Efqttires made like reverences together in the 
middle of the choir, and ftopd before their refpedfcive 
feats. 

The Prebendaries , after like reverences, went within 
the rails of the altar. 

' The Officers of Am\s made like reverences together, 
in the middle of the choir, and flood near the foqt of 
the Prinoe’s ftall. 

The Proxies, Knights plelt, and Knights Companions , 
made their double reverences fingly or in pairs, ac' 
cording to the method obferved in the procelfion, and 
retired under their refpeftive banners, the Knights 
Companions being covered. 

The Regijler , Secretary , and UJher , made their dpm 
ble reverences in the middle of the choir, and flood 
before their bench at the foot of the Sovereign’s ftall. 

Garter, Genealogiji, and Bath , did the fame, and 
flood before , their bench. 

The Dean did the fame, and flood before his chair. 

His Royal Highnefs Prince Frederick, Great Mafier, 
having made hi$ double reverences, flood under his. 
banner covered. 

The doors of the chapel were then clofed, and the 
Yeomen rernained qn the outfide,

‘ The anthem being ended, Bath King of Arms made 
Iris double reverences in the middle of the choir, and 
then bowed to his Royal Highnefs Prince Frederick, 
who thereupon made his double reverences under his 
banner, afcended into his flail, repeated his reverences, 
and fat down covered. 

■Bath then bowed to Sir George Pocock fingly (his 
Companion not being prefent), who thereupon made his 
double revemces, afcended into his flail, repeated his 
reverences* and fat down covered. 

Bath then bowed to Lord Amherjl and Sir John 
Griffin Griffin , Companions, who made their double 
reverences, afcended their Halls, repeated their reve- 
rences, and fat down covered. 

In this manner all the Knights Companions took 
their Halls, except the two juniors, Sir William Lynch 
and. Sir Charles 1 hompfon , who remained under their i 
banners to offer the achievement of the deceafed 
Knights. 

The Knigbtt Elett and Proxies alfo remained under 
their banners. 

Then Bath , taking up the banner of the late Earl of 
Inchiquin, fenior deceafed Knight, proceded to the 
middle of the choir, where being joined by Clarencieux 
King of Arms and Richmond Herald, ading for Norroy 
King of Arms, making their double reverences, he 
bowed to his Royal Highnefs Prince ‘Frederick, as 
Great Mafter.

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and Richmond f carried it, with the point forwards, 
the altar, where, with one reverence, he delivered it 
the Prebendaries, and on the return, making double 
reverences in the middle of the choir, was re-condudted 
to his flail by Clarencietfx and Richmond ; and his Roya) 
Highnefs fat down covered. The organ and other in- 
struments accompanied this part of the ceremony with 
the dead march in the oratorio of Saul. 

Bath then took up the banner of the late Vi/count * 
Fitzwilliam, the next fenior deceafed Knight; and 
Standing between the door of the chapel and the middle 
pf the choir j bowed to the two junior Knights Com : 
panions, whb, making their double reverences, re- 
ceived the banner from Bath ; and being preceded by 
two Heralds, carried it between them to the altar, de- 
livered it to the Prebendaries ? and, making die ufual re- 
verences, returned to Bath. 

The banners of all the other deceafed Knights, via. 
Sir Thomas Whitmore , the Earl of Mexborougb, Lord 
Onflow, Lord Carysford, Sir fames Grey, Sir WilHam 
Beauchamp Prodor, Sir John Gibbons, Sir Charles Soun- 
ders, Lord Clive, Sir John- Moore, and Sir Charles Mon- 
tagu, were offered in like manner by the. two junior 
Knights Companions, preceded by two Heralds ; which 
joeing done, they afcended into their flails, making the 
pfual reverences, and fat down covered. 

*!rhen Bath bowed to Sir Hew Dalrymhle, proxy for 
$ir James Adolphus Oughton , fenior Knight eleft, who 
■ thereupon made his double reverences*' afcended into 
his flail, and flood therein, holding his hat ip 
hand. 

Then 
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Then Bath bgwqd to Sir Robert Gunning and Sir 
George Howard, who made their double reverences to- 
gether, afcended to their stalls, and flood therein with 
theSr hats and feathers in their hands, 

- in this .manner all the fydgbt* Bileft end Proxies af. 
oended to their flails, 

Then Bath, carrying the bookpf the flatutes and the 
great Collar of the Order on a cufhion, having the 
Ujher on his left hand, and being followed by the Dean, 
proceeded to thfe middle of the choir, where they made 
their reverences together. 

His Royal Highnefs Prince Frederick then made his 
double reverences, defcended froth his flail, and, being 
fallowed by the Dean, entered into that of Sir James 
Moiphus Ougbton, where receiving the book of flatutes 
from Bath, his Royal Highnefs prefented it to Sir flew 
Dalrymple, proxy for Sir James, and the Dean admi- 
aiflered the oath ; viz. You JbaU honour God, above all 
things ; you J, hall be fiedfisfi in the Faith of Cbrifii you 
JbaU love the King your Sovereign Lord, and bins and bis 
right defend to your power : you JbaU defend Maidens, 
Widows, and Orphans, in their rights $ and Jhall fuffer 
1st extortion, as far as you may prevent it ; and of as great 
honour be this Order unto you, at ever it was to any sf 
your progenitors or others. Statute of the Order, pagft 
rwenty-two. 

His Royal Highnefs then placed him in the feat of 
his principal, whereupon he rofe up, and made .bis 
double references ; then his Royal Highnefs haying 
frluted him, returned with Bath, the Ujher, and Dean, 
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to the middle of the choir, and the proxy fat down un- 
covered. 

< His , Royal Highnefs next proceeded to the flail of 
Sir Robert Gunning , and receiving the book of the Sta- 
tutes from Bath, prefented it to the Knight, and the 
Dean administered the oath ; then the collar being deli, 
vered, to his Royal Highnefs, he invested the Kni ght 
therewith, put the hat and feathers on his head, and 
placed him in his feat, who thereupon riling up, and 
making his reverences, his Royal Highneis faluted him, 
and then returned as before to the middle of the choir, 
and the Knight fat down covered. 

; All the Knights ind Proxies having been install ed in 
this manner, his Royal Highnefs returned to his Stall, 
where making his reverences, he fat down covered. 

The Officers then returned to their feats, and the 
Sanifus being Sung, the Dean was conducted to the 
altar by the UJher. During divine fervice, the Knights 
put their hats and feathers on the cushions before them. 
Upon the fentence of the offertory, “ Let your light fo 
Jhine ,” &c. Bath proceeded to the middle of the 
, choir, and made his double reverences; then bowing 
to the Earl of Antrim , and Sir George Munro proxy for 
Sir Hefior Munro , his LordShip put on his hat afid 
feather (the proxy remained uncovered), and both 
making their double reverences together, defcended 
into the middle of the choir, repeated their reverences, 
and withdrew under their banners, 

. In this manner all the Knights were Summoned, 
defcended from their Stalls, and Stood under their ban- 
ners.

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The two Provincial Kings of Arms, theft making 
their reverences, waited on his Royal Highnefs Prince 
Frederick, who, going from under bis banner,' made a 
reverence towards the altar (but not to the Sovereign’s 
{tall), and another reverence at the altar; where, 
taking off his hat, and kneeling down, he made his 
offering of gold and filver ; then riling up, and put- 
ting on his hat, he returned, making his double reve- 
rences as he palTed to his flail, wherein he repeated 
the like reverences, and fat down, placing his hat on 
the culhion before him. 

The rCft of the Knights, or Proxies , lingly, or with 
their Companions, were in like manner condudted to 
the altar by the Heralds; and, after making their of- 
ferings, returned, with the like reverences, to their 
flails.. 

Divine fervice being ended, the Knights put on their 
hats and feathers ; but the Proxies remained uncovered, 
and Bath fummdned them as before under their ban- 
ners ; and the Knights and Proxies then inltalled, lingly 
Qr with their Companions, were conducted by two 
Heralds to the altar, as at the firft offering; where each 
Knight Handing, and drawing his fword, prefented it 
to the Dean , who received it, and laid it on the altar. 
The Knight then redeemed it of the Dean , who re- 
ftored it with the admonition, according to the oath; 
viz. By the Oath you have this day taken, I exhort and 
fldmonijhyou to ufe your fword to the glory of God , the 
defence of the Goff el, the maintenance of your Sovereign’s 
right and . honour , and of all equity and jufiice, to the 
Vtmojl of your power . So help you GO D, Stat. of the

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Order, pag. 24. which done, they returned under their 
banners ; and the Coronation Aiwhpra, Cod fave the 
King, being fungi 

A procefbon was then made back to the Prince’s 
chamber in the fame order it came from thenqe, ex- 
cept that the Prebendaries retired tp the JsnifaJea* cham- 
ber from the abbey door,, and the Efanimt and Qffiemtf 
Amt and OJkert of the Order, when their game pug pf 
the Church were covered.

«f Artns, and of the like fafhton, excepting only the 
variations herein before fpecified : befides the duties re* 
quired of him in the fbrmer articles of thefe Statutes, 
he lhall diligently perform whatever the Sovereign, or 
Great Mailer, lhall farther command. 

The Regifier, who (Hall alfo 'be nominated and con* 
ttituted by the Great Madefy to continue during his 
good behaviour, lhall, -with the greateft fidelity, . enter 
all tranfaftions whatfoever within the Order, and the' 
decrees arid proceedings in every chapter, with the va- 
liant exploits and atchievemerits of the companions : in' 
all ceremonies of 'this Order he lhall wear the like man- 
tle and furcoat with the King of Arms} and on his 
bread, hanging to a golden chain, an efcutcheori ena- 
melled, on a field Azure, ' three imperial crowns Or, 
having in the center the repreferttation of a book-bound 
Gules, the leaves thereof or. 

The Secretary , to be likewife appointed by the Great 
Matter, to continue during his good behaviour, ‘ lhall 
prepare draughts of all inftrumems to be 'patted under 
the feal of the Order, and erigrofs them: and in all 
' ceremonies of this Order he lhall wear the like mantle 
and furcoat as the Regifter ; and On his bread, hanging 
to a golden chain, an efcutcheon enamelled, on a field 
Azure , three imperial crowns Or, having in the center 
two pens placed Saltierwife. 

We likewife authorife the Great Matter to conftitute 
and appoint a Gentleman-iyher of the Scarlet Rod, fur- 
mounted with three imperial crowns, who lhall conti- 
nue in fuch office during his good behaviour ; and in 
all ceremonies of this Order lhall wear the fame robe 
and furcoat with Bath King of Arms, and at a golde# 
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chain about his neck, an Efcutcheon Azure, three 
. imperial crowns Or, hanging upon his bread: : he ihall . 
have the cuftody of the door of the chapter-room, 
and of our chapel founded by King Henry the Seventh, 
during the ceremonies relating to this Order. Betides, ' 
the duties enjoined in the former articles of thefe Statutes, 
it ihall appertain to him to touch myth his rod any 
Companion that ihall be .convi&ed of any crime, con- 
trary to the tenor of the ftatutes ; and, in cafe of a de- 
gradation, to pluck down the Efcutchcon of fuch 
Knight, and to fpurn it out of the chapel : and he ihall 
alfo diligently execute whatever the Sovereign, or Great 
Mailer, ihall farther enjoin him, relating to the intereits 
of this Order. 

The Geaealogijl, Bath King of Arms, the Regifter , S<?- 
erttary, and the Gtntleman-Ujher of the Scarlet Rod, 
who attend within our royal palace for the fervice of 
this Order, -ihall continually remain under the protec- 
tion of the Sovereign, and are hereby declared to be 
fervants of the Sovereign's houfehold, and ihall enjoy 
all privileges and exemptions belonging, by right or 
cuilom, to the Eiquires of the Sovereign, , or to the 
Gentlemen of his privy-chamber : and we hereby direct 
that their robes and eniigns ihall be prepared at the 
charge of the Sovereign, and be ifiued upon the war- 
rants of the Great Mailer. 

And to the end that all fummons, difpenfations, let- 
ters, and all otfyer inftruments, may be fafely and ex- 
peditioufly conveyed to the Companions, the Great 
Mailer is likewif^ empowered to conftitute and appoint 
a Meffenger for this fervice, who ihall likewife collet 
the quarterly payments herein after mentioned, from 
4 the 
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fcfed GemJJattionl, tlie Genealpgijl, tying of Arms, Re* 
gtjler, Secretary, and Vfher of the Order : he (hall wear 
theiamt furcdat and badge with the Efquires. of the 
Order ; and on his bread, hanging to a golden chain, 
one imperial crown of gold ; he lhall alfo diligently exe- 
cute: whatever the Sovereign, or Great Mailer, lhall 
farther erijoin him, relating to the interefts of this 
Order. 

All thefe officers, at .their admiffion, lhall' take their 
oaths, which lhall be adminidered Onto them by the 
Great Mailer, that they lhall yield obedience to the So* 
vereign, and alfo to the Great Mailer of this mod Ho- 
nourable Order of the Bath, in fuch things as apper- 
tain to the Order { that they lhall not difclofe the fecrets 
of the Order, and that they lhall be faithfull in the exe-_ 
cutions of their feveral offices. \ 

On the 1 4th of January, 1725, his Majedy Was further 
pleafed, by lign manual, to eredt, make, conditute and 
ordain, the then Bath King of Arms, Gloucejler King of 
Arms r and principal Herald of the parts of Wales ; 
and to diredt that letters patent Ihould accordingly 
be made out, and pafs the great feal, granting to him 
the faid office of Gloucejler', and that claufes Ihould 
be inferted in fuch grant, empowering the faid Gloucejler 
to grant arms and creds to perfons refiding within the 
dominions of Wales, either jointly with Garter, or by 
himfelf, with the confent, and at the pleafure of the 
Earl Marlhal or his deputy for the time being ; and 
that for the future the office of Gloucejler Ihould be in- 
feparably annexed, united, and perpetually confolidated 
V01,. I. I with 
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with the office of Bath King of Arms, whofe title 
thereafter ffiould be Bath King of Arms of the mo/l ho- 
nourable military Order of the Bath, and Gloucefter King 
of Arms', and Principal Herald of the farts . of. Wales ; 
as alfo that he,' for the dignity of the Order, ffiould, 
in all aflemblies, and at all times, have and take the 
place and precedency above and before all other Pro* 
vincial Kings of Arms whatever *.

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THE MOST ANCIENT ORDER OF THE 
THISTLE. 

AS to the driginal of this ancient Order, John Lefty 
Btfliop of Rofs, in his Hiftory of Scotland, fays, it took 
its beginning from a bright crofs in Heaven, in form 
like that whereon St. Andrew the Apoftle. fpffered mar- 
tyrdom, which appeared to Achaius King of Scots, and 
Hungus King of the Pifls, the night before the battle was 
fought betwixt them and Atheljlane King of England, 
as they were on their knees at prayer; when St. An- 
drew their tutelary Saint.is faid alfo to have appeared, 
and promifed to thefe Kings that they Ihould always be 
victorious when that fign appeared; and the next day 
thefe Kings prevailing over King Atheljlane in battle, 
they went in folemn proceflion, barefooted to the Kirk 
of St. Andrew, to return .thanks to God and his Apoftle 
for their victory, vowing that they and their pofterity 
would ev^r bear. the figure of that crofs hr their enfigns 
and banners ; the place where this battle was fouglijt 
retains to this day the name of Atheljlane 1 s Ford in Nor- 
thumberland. 

James the Fifth King of Scotland, in 1534, received 
the Order of the Golden Fleece from Charles V; Em- 
peror, as alfo that of St. Michael from Francis I. King 
of France in 1535, and that of the Garter in 1536, 
from Henry VI 1 1 . King of England ; and in memory 
of thefe Orders received, keeping open court, he fo- 
lemnized the feveral feafts of St. Andrew, the Golden 

Fleece, 
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Fleece, St. Michael, and St. George of England, that 
the feveral Princes might know how much he honoured 
their Orders i foe fct the arms of the Pfidcgs (circled 
with their Orders) over the-gat^of his palace at Lin* 
lithgow, vyith the Order of St. Andrew. 

About the time of the Reformation this .Order . was 
fcarcely ufed, the Knights then being fo very zealous 
for the Reformed religion, that they left their order ; and 
it was not' refumed till the reign of King James VII. 
who created eight Knights, and for their better regula- 
tion figned a . body of ftatutes *, and appointed the 
royal chapel at Holyrood houfe, to be the Chapel of the 
Order as it Hill continues, (and by his direction it was 
repaired, having a fihe Organ, with the Sovereign an£ 
Knights brethren ftalls, and their refpedtive banners 
hung over them :) but in 1688 the misfortunes of his 
reign preventing his coinpleatifig that noble defign, it 
lay dormant till her late Majefty Queen Anne was 
pleafed to fign another body of ftatutes, whereby it 
w’as reftored to its ancient magnificence, .

King Geofgje the Firft, on the 17th of Feb. 1714-*$, 
was pleafed to confirm the flatutes figned by Qpeeit 
Anne, as above mentioned, with the addition of fevcnd 
more, among# which, was that of adding rays of Glory 
to fur round the whole figure of St. Andrew which hangs 
at the collar $ and though from the tkrfe of the Refor- 
mation to the year 1714-15, both elections and ioftal- 
meots had been difpenfed with, .his Majefty was gnu 
cioufly pleafed to ordain for the future, that chapters of 
ele&ion fhould be held in his royal prefence ; to which 
end he ordered the great wardrobe to provide the Knights 
Brethren and officers of the Order, with fuch mantles 
as the ftatutes of the faid Order appointed. 

The collar which the Knights of St. Andrew wear upon 
the day of their grand feajl and other extraordinary occa- 
Jions , is made of gold, conjijling of ThiJUes, and fprigs of 
ru'e enamelled Vert ( being the two ancient fymbols of the 
Scots and PiSis ) appendant to which is the image of St. 
Andrew irradiated, bearing before him , the crofs of bis 
martyrdom. (See plate 4.) 

Their habit is their parliament robes, on the left 
breaft thereof is a Crofs Saltire furmounted by a Jlar of 

K 2 ' four 
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four points all of fiver, adorned with a grew roundlt 
bordered with gold , and lettered of the fame , containing 
tbit motto , Nemo me impune laceffit {no man provokes 
me without hurt ) ; and in the centre is a Thijlle proper * 
to which the motto alludes. (See plate 4.) 

The ordinary fymbols worn by the Knights are the 
ftar, which is embroidered on their left breaft. A green 
ribbon over their left lhoulder (li^e the Knights of the 
Garter); appendent to which is the image of St. . Andrew 
with bis crofs before him, in a circle of gold enamelled Vert, 
with the motto of the Order. (See plate 4.) 

But (bmetimes they wear encircled after the fame 
manner a Thiftle crowned with an imperial crown. 

Note, according to the ftatutes of King James II. 
the Knights Brethren on their daily apparel, were 
to wear the before mentioned image of St. Andrew, ap- 
pendent to a blue watered tabby ribbon, which by 
(Jueen Anne in 1703* was changed to green, as now 
worn.

That day having been appointed for that purpofe by 
Earl Temple then Lord lieutenant, the noblemen 
named in his Majefty’s letter to be Knights Companions 
of the Order were fummoned to attend, in order to be 
invetted with the enfigns of that dignity previous to 
their inttallation ; and being. aflembled in the pretence 
chamber, a proceffion was made from thence to the 
great ball-room as follows:

His Excellency di reded the King of Arms :and UJher 
of the Black Rod to introduce his Grace the Lord 
Archbijhop of Dublin , to whom the Secretary of State 
adminiftered the oath, as Chancellor of the ; Order, and 
his Grace kneeling, was invefted by the Grand Mailer 
with the proper badge, and received from his Excel- 
lency's hands the purfe containing the feals. 

The Dean of St. Patrick's was then introduced, to 
whom the oath of Regijl6r of the Order was adminif- 
tered by the Chancellor , and he was invefted in' like 
manner by his Excellency, who delivered to him the 
ftatutes arid the regiiter of the Order- Lord Delvin 
was next introduced, and, having taken the oath, was 
invefted as Secretary ; and in like manner Charles Henry 
Coote , Efq. as Genealogifi, John Freemcmtle , Efq. as 
If/her, and William Hawkins , Efq> , as King of Arms 
of the faid Order, (the oath being firft adminiftered to 
them by the Chancellor), were feverally invefted by the 
Grand Majler.

Ms Excellency thein directed that his Grac'e the Duke 
of Lemjfer feottW fee ’called ’ in 5 and as by the rtitutes 
of the Order none blit 1 a Knight can be - elected : of in- 
serted, bis Grace, being introduced by the UJher hnd 
King ef' Arm, was' knighted by his Excellency with 
the fwbtd of Hate, artd immediately delivered to the 
Geneahglfi'x. he prboft of blood required by the ftattttes, 
whereupon the oaths were' adminirtered by' the Ch'ati- 
ceUor, and his Grace kneeling was inverted by' the 
Grand Majier with the ribbon and badge'.

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The Ceremonial of the Inftallation Of the Knights of 
St. Patrick. 


THE day appointed for the inftallation was the 
17th of March, when the Lord Lieutenant , preceded 
by his own. carriages, containing his houlhold, the En- 
quires of the Sovereign, and the Peer who carried the 
fword of ftate, and attended by a fquadron of cavalry, 
fet forward from the Caftle of Dublin, followed by the 
Knights Companions, each in a coach attended by their 
Efquires. 

At the door of the cathedral of St. Patrick hia 
Excellency was met by the officers of the Church and 
of the Order, who attended him to the robeing 
room. His excellency alone being in the full man- 
tle, habit and collar of the Order, the other Knights 
in the furcoat only, and with their caps and feathers 
in their hands; their mantles, collars, and fwords 
having been previoufly fent to the chapter room.

T ake this /word to the bnaroafe of year honour •, and in 
token andftgn of the rnofl ilktflrious, Order which you home 
received , wherewith you being defended may bebold Jlrongfj 
to fight in the. defence of thofe rights and ordinances , to 
•which you be engaged and to the juft and neceffary defence 
of thofe. that be oppreffed. and' needy. 

Upon putting on the mantle, Receive this robe and 
livery of. this mojl ilhjirious Order ; in augmentation of 
thine honour , and .wear it with the firm and Jteady refo - 
lution, that by your character, conduct and demeanour , 
you.may approve yourjelf a true fervant if Almighty God, 
and. a zvor thy brother and Knight Companion of this mofi 
illst/hious Order.. 

Upqn putting on the collar. Sir, the loving company 
of the Order of St. Patrick bath received you their brother , 
i lever 
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lover and fdlewi and in token and knowledge of this, 
the} give you, and frtfittt you this badge, the which 
God will that you receive and wear from henceforth to 
his fraife and fie afore, end to the exaltation and honour 
of the faii Wuflrious Grief , and yourfeif. 

They: then conduced him to hb ftall, with the uftial 
reverences to the Sovereign 5 and he feated himfelf with 
hi* cap upon hi* head 3 immediately after which the 
Efiguire unfurled the banner ; and the Knight ftanding . 
Up- coveted, Ulfier repeated hb ftyle in EngHffi, and 
a ptoceffion wae made to the Alcar, by the Regifter and 
Officers of Arms attended by the Efquires with the ban- 
ner, which was delivered to Ulfier, who prefented it 
to the Regifter, to be plaeed by him within the rail# 
of the altar. After which, with the ufual reve- 
rences, the Efquires proceeded to their places, and 
the Officers of Arms proceded with the Efquires of the 
fecondr Knight in like manner as before. And when 
tfcofe ceremonies were finilhed, the choir performed the 
TV Deam } after which & proceffion was made . in like 
manner as before to the chapter- room, and from thence 
to the caftle, where the Knights repoled themfelves till 
dinner was ferved ; when a proceffion was again made 
from the prefence chamber to St. Patrick’s Hall, where - 
the Knights took their feats covered, viz. The Grand 
Majlerm the centre, the Prince’s chair on his left hand, 
the Prelate, and the Chancellor at the two ends of the 
Sovereign’s table, and the Knights on each fide ; and 
the Efquires remained ftanding till after grace wasfaid, 
when they retired to the feats prepared for them.

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Towards the end of the firft courfe, when His Excel- 
lency flood up uncovered, the Knights rofe uncovered} 
-and the King of Arm proclaimed by the found of the 
trumpet, that the Grand Majler and Knights Compa- ' 
nions of the molt illuftrious Order of Sr. Patrick drank 
the Sovereign’9 health. The fecond courfe was then 
brought in with the ufuai ceremonies ; after which his 
Excellency again flood up, and the Knight9 uncoveredy 
Uljler again proclaimed that the Grand Mafter , in the 
name of the Sovereign, drank the healths of the Knights 
Companions. And at the end of the fecond courfe, all 
riling again uncovered, the Queen’s health was drunk, 
and proclaimed in the fame manner* The defert was 
then brought in, and during it the Officers of Arms , 
with the ufual reverences, cried Largefs thrice, and 
firft proclaimed the ftyle of the Sovereign, and after- 
wards of each Knight Companion, who fucceffively 
flood up during the faid proclamation. After which 
the Knights, Efquires and Officers, attended the Grand 
Mffier to the prefence chamber, where the ceremony 
finifhed, and the Efquires and Officers retired to the 
dinner prepared for them.

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KNIGHTS BATCHELORS. 

THIS degree of honour is the moft ancient, though 
the loweft Order of Knights in England. It was ac- 
counted the firft of all military- dignity, and the foun- 
datic ' of all honours. The word Batchelor was added 
by King Henry the third, and fo ftyled, becaufe this 
title of honour dies with the perfon to whom it is given, 
?md defcends not to his pofterity. 

This title, which was anciently in high efteem, is now 
conferred indifcriniinately upon Gownfmen, Phyiicians, 
Burghers and Artifts, whereby the original inftitution 
is perverted, and is of lefs reputation than it hath been; 
it Hill is accounted a refpettable degree of honour both 
in England and foreign countries. 

A Knight may be made as foon as a child is bap. 
tized ; the ceretpony now in ufe being no other than 
kneeling down before the King, who with a drawn 
fword lightly touches him on the right fhoulder, with 
thefe words, Soil chevalier au nom 4* Dieu j and then, 
Avancez , chevalier. 

A Knight muft be named by both his Chriftian and 

furname (with Sir preceding) as Sir T ■ L , 

Knight. If a Knight be made a Nobleman, he Rill retains 
fhe name of Knight, and is to be fo ftyled in all writs.

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Knights of the round table. 

ARTHUR Kingof the Britons fucceeded his father 
Utber Pendragon, who was brother to Aurelius Ambroftus , f 
and third Ton of Conftantine ; he married Igren dutchefs 
of Cornwall, by whom he had this fon Arthur (bom 
at Tindagal in Cornwall), who was the nth King of 
England from the departure of the Romans, and was : 
crowned about the year 516. 

King Arthur , having expelled the Saxons out of Eng- 
land, conquered Norway, Scotland, and the greateft , 
part of France (where at Paris he was crowned) ; and, 
returning home, lived in fo great renown that many 
Princes and Knightscame from all parts to his Court, to 
give proof of their valour in the exercife of Arms. 
Upon this he eredted a fraternity of Knights which 
confiRed of four and twenty, of whom he was the chief : 
and for the avoiding of controverfies about precedency, 
he caufed a Round Table to be made, from whence 
they were denominated Knights of the Round Table. The 
faid Table, according to tradition, hangs up in the Caftle 
of Winchefter, where they ufed to meet, and the time 
of their meeting Was at Whitfuntide. 

None were admitted, but thofe who made fufficient 
proofs of their valour and dexterity in Arms. They 
were to be always well armed for horfe or foot ; they 
were to protest and defend widows, maidens and chil- 
dren, relieve the diflrejed , maintain the Chrijlian faith ,

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contribute to the Church, to proteB pilgrims, advance honour , 
and fupprefs vice. 'To buryfoldiers that wanted fepulcbret , 
to ranfom captives, deliver prif oners , and admimfier to the 
cure of wounded foldiers, hurt in the fervice of their 
country. T o record all noble enterprizes , that the fame 
thereof map ever Gve to their honour and the renown of 
the noble Order. 

That upon any complaint made to the Ring of in- 
jury o t oppreffiwr, owe at thefe Knights, whom* tfto 
King Ihould appoint, was to revenge the fame, If any 
foreign- Knight came fid court, with: dehre to- fhew 
prowefs, fome one of thefe Halighf* Was to bn ready irt 
arms to dnfwer hkn. If any lady, gentlewoman, ©f 
other oppreffed or injured pesfon, did prefer* a peti- 
tion declaring the fame, whether the injury was done 
here or beyond 1 fea, he or (he fltotrid- be gtaeiowffy 
heard, and without delay one or more Knights- fteulcf 
be fent to take revenge. Every Knigho, for the ad- 
vancement of chivalry, flkmld be ready to inform and 
inftrudt young lords and gentlemen in the eaercifes of 
arms. According to Gvillbti, there was no robe or babifi 
prefcribed unto thefe Knights; nor Could he find* with " 
what ceremony they were made, neither what officers 
did belong unto the fatd Order, except a 1 Rtgifar w 
record their noble enterprizes.

THE Emperor having extenfiye dominions in Ger- 
many, Italy, and the Netherlands, as well as the King- 
doms of Hungary and Bohemia, we have brought to- 
gether under one head all the Orders of Knighthood, 
that have been, or that now are, in any part of them, 
with the origin and occalion of their inftitutions ; their 
ceremonies, habits, collars, badges, mottoes, liars and 
ribbons. 

The fame plan is followed in every other kingdom 
and Hate ; arranging the countries, in alphabetical 
order. 

As to the dates of the various inftitutions. Authors 
differ : therefore we have in this Work taken the mar 
jority of the moft authentic and approved writers, 
without entering into a tedious controverfy, which 
would exceed the limits of a cpncife hiftory. But for 
the fatisfadtion of thofe who choofe to confult the ma- 
terials from which this hiftory is extradled, a lift ©f the 
authors and manufcripts is inferted at the end of the 
Foreign Orders of Knighthood.

THE 

ORDQ EQUESTRI$ 

OF THE 

GERMAN EMPIRE. 

THE Ordo Equejiris is of great antiquity, and highly 
honourable, being compofed of perfons of the mod 
ancient and illuftrious families of Germany, and in 
point of rank takes place next to the Barons. It is 
fuppofed to have been derived from the Ordo Equejiris 
in old Rome, which cOnfifted of fuch as were Equites, 
and ranked next to the Senate. The admiffion into this 
Order is, by Codiplli bonorarii, or letters patent, of ho- 
nour and ennoblement, under the great feal of the Em- 
pire, wherein the perfon intended to be fo dignified is 
by the Emperor named, conftituted, and declared, a 
Knight of the Sacred Roman Empire, and directed to 
be clafifed in the fociety or body of thofe Equites in 

fuch 
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fuch and the fame manner as if he had been bom of 
the Equeftrian Order. Thefe letters .patent likewife 
give him the full enjoyment of all honours, offices* 
rights* privileges, liberties, and immunities, to which 
as well all the other Knights of the Sacred Roman Em> 
pire of the fame defCent; as thofe Created by word Of 
mouth. Or the flroke of a fword, are in any wife enit- 
tled ; together with a grant either of entire new arms, 
or a confirmation of thofe theretofore borne by him 
and his anceftors. They likewife contain an injunction 
to all Prindes and States holding of the Eiiipire, and a 
requeft to all others, to acknowledge the grantee as a 
member of the beforementioned body of Knights; 
and make the dignity, title, privileges, and immunities, 
fo granted, hereditary to all the children and defcen- 
dabts in a right line of the Grantee, both male and fe- 
male. Formerly all thofe who were admitted into the 
Ordo Equejlris wore round their neck a golden chain 
with a tiiedal pendent thereto, and which is ftill cdhti- 
bued to be painted on thd helmet placed over each of 
their coats of arms ; but fince a great number of fa- 
cial artd regular Orders of Knighthood have been In- 
troduced all over Europe, the chain hath in general 
been laid afide, and is now only worn by the principal 
officers Of the diftriCts of the Empire belonging to 
thofe Equites , and where they are fanned intb corpo- 
rations a S a free flate, holding immediately of the 
Emperor. Here, however, it is neceffary to obferve', 
that the imperial patent is not fufficient to enable the 
Grantee to belong to this body corporate, unlefs he 
holds a fee of the Empire’ : on the contrary. With- 
out fuch a holding, the patent gives him only perfonal 
i honor r 
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honour and precedency in courts of juflice and all 
other places indif<priminately, and that free from all 
hindrance or moleftation whatfoever. The Ordo Equef- 
iris are not under any particular reftraint, or governed 
by any laws, ftatutes, or ordinances, other than fuch 
as concern the Empire in general. This title is he- 
reditary to all the children and defcendants in a right 
line of the Grantee, both male and female, and is en- 
tirely patrimonial and feudal ; a qircumftance eluci- 
dated and fully confirmed by an eftablifhed rule of the 
Empire, already mentioned, viz. That fuch Grantee 
cannot belong to the body corporate of the Ordo Equef- 
trii unlefs he holds a fee of the Empire ; and if he 
doth not hold fuch a fee, that he gains nothing fur- 
ther by his patent than perfonal honour and precedency.

THE ORDER

GOLDEN FLEECE, 


THIS Order being more fully treated of in the 
Orders of Knighthood in Spain, it is unnecefiary to fay 
any thing farther upon it here, than to obferve that, in- 
flead of the nymber of Knights of it being unlimited as 
is the cafe of that branch of it of which the King of 
Spain is Sovereign, the branch of which the Emperor is 
Sovereign is confined to- fifty one, the number appointed 
by Charles the Fifth. In all other refpedts the ftatutes 
and collars of both branches are exactly the fame, 
^or a fuller account, fee Golden Fleece in Spain,.

THIS Order was firft inftituted at Florence, in the 
year 1561, by Cofmo Di Medicis, and dedicated to St. 
Stephen, on whofe feftival (the 6th of Auguft) he 
gained a victory at Marciano. It was partly a Military, 
and partly a Religious Order, like that of Malta ; but in 
afhort time it fell into difrepute, and was at length' en- 
tirely difufed. But in May 1 764, it was revived by 
the late Empefbr, and put on a refpe&able footing. 
The ftatutes and original conftitution are however in 
a great degree changed. At prefent this Order confifts 
of an hundred Knights, exclufive of the Sovereign, the 
Princes of his blood, and Cardinals. Of thefe Knights 
fifty wear the badge of the Order at the coat button* 
hole pendant to a crimfon watered ribbon. Thirty wear 
it pendant to a broad crimfon watered ribbon, worn 
N 3 falh- 
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falh-ways over the right Ihoulder ; and twenty wear a 
liar of eight points, embroidered in filver x on the left 
fide of *heir qpter garment, Th$'firft ctofs confiding 
of fifty are llyled umply Knights of St. Stephen. The 
fecond clafs, of thirty, are llyled Knights Compianders. 
And the third, confifting of twenty, are llyled Knights 
Grand Crofles, ancT addrefied ^)y~tlie title of Excellency * 
The badge of the Order is a croft of eight points ena- 
melled red, an 4 etjg^d with /gold f apd t^e collar a gold 
chain, which however is only worn on the anniverfary 
of the inllitution of the Order.

MARIA THERESA, 

IN Jutoe 1757 the feihprefs Queen inftituted this 
Order, which was at firft compofed of an unlimited 
number of Knights, divided into two daffes; the 
firft of which wear the badge of the Order pendant 
to a broad ftriped watered ribbon, of which two 
fifths are black, and threfe fifths yellow* falhi 
ways over the right Ihoulder* and a crofs or liar em- 
broidered in filver on the left breaft of their outer 
garment. The fecond clafs wear the badge pendant 
to a harrow ftriped ribbon at the button hole. This 
.1*0$ Jttntinued thus from its firft inftitutioa until 
the year 1765* when the prefent Emperor added an in- 
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termediate clafs, ftyled Knights Commanders, who wear 
the ribbon falh-ways, but without any (tar on the outer 
garment. The hedge' of the Order is a crpfs of gold 
enariielled white, edged \yith gold, on the center are the 
arms of Auftria encircled with the word Fortitudine, 
and on the reverfe isji cypher of the letters M. T. F. * 
in gold, on an enamelled green ground.

THE time of the inftitution of this Order, which is 
now extindt, is not precifely known, fome placing it in 
the year npo, under Frederick Barbaroffa, and others 
half a century later under Frederick II.

BLOOD OF OUR SAVIOUR. 

VINCENTIO Di Gonzaga Duke of Mantua infti- 
tuted this Order in 1608, on the marriage of his fon 
with Margaret of Savoy. It confided of twenty Knights, 
exglufive of the Sovereign, and it took its name from 
three drops of the blood of Chrift, which are kept, as 
a relique in the Church of St. Andrew in Mantua. The 
collar of it is compofed of golden ovals, extended fome 
in length, and fome in breadth, and interlaced with fmall 
annulets : on one of thefe ovals, placed lengthways, is 
railed in white enamel the word Demine ; and on the 
next, placed in the fame manner, the word probajti me ; 
and lb alternately. On the other ovals are reprefented 
flames of fire about a crucible filled with ingots of gold. 
At the bottom of the collar is pendant an o val of gold,

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on which are reprefented two Angels (landing upright, 
holding between thepj a chalice crowned t, on the table 
of it arernamelled three drops of blood, and on the oval 
this infcription.

THIS Order was inftituted, in the year 1382, by Al- 
bert of Bavaria, on his going on an expedition againft 
the Sarafins.

ST. MICHAEL IN GERMANY. 

THIS Order was inftituted at Mantua in the year 
*6i8, and in 1619 it was received at Vienna; bat 
though confirmed in 1624 by Pope Urban VIII. it foon 
fell into difufe. The enfign of it was a crofs of eight 
points, embroidered with blue filk and gold, on the 
left fide of the mantle ; in the middle of it was the figure 
of the Virgin Mary with Chrift on her left arm, and. a 
fceptre in her right hand, crowned with twelve ftars 
furrounded with rays of the Sun, and a crefcent under 
her feet. See platen.

ST. GEORGE IN AUSTRIA. 

FREDERICK III. Emperor of Germany infti- 
' tuted this Order in the year 1470, for the purpofe of 
defending the frontiers of his hereditary dominions 
againft the Turks, whoharrafled them about that time 
with frequent invafions j he and his fucceffors were en- 
titled protestors of it, and a Grand Mailer of their ap- 
pointment had the government of it. At firft this Or- 
der was highly efteemed, well encouraged, and per- 
formed good fervices, but in lefs than a century it be- 
gan to decline, and was at length entirely fet aiide. 
The Emperor Maximilian endeavoured in vain fome 
time afterwards to revive and reftore it to its for- 
mer fplendor. The badge was a crofs botonnee, 
Red, encircled on the upper part with a ducal coronet, 
Vol. I. O Or, 
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Or, and worn pendent from three chains of gold. The 
feat of this Order was at Mildftad in Gorinthia. For 
the badge and collar pf this Order* feep^ate if,.

LADIES ORDER

HONOR OF THE CROSS. 

A CONFLAGRATION, which happened at the 
Emperor’s palace in the year 1668, was the occafion of 
the foundation of this Order. A golden crofs, in which 
were inclofed fome pieces of the wooden one on which 
Chrill fuffered, was faid to have been miraculoufly 
faved : to commemorate this event, the Emprefs Etea- 
nora De Gonzaga eftabliihed this Order, and placed it 
under the protection of the Virgin Mary and St. Jofeph. 
The Emprefs is the Grand Miftrefs of the Order, and 
none but ladies of quality of the Roman Catholic 
religion can be admitted into it. The general afiem- 
bly is held annually on the third of May, being the an- 
niverfary of the inftitution. The badge of the Order 
is a golden medal chafed and pierced ; in the center 
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the Imperial Eagle, over all a crofs furmounted with 
the letters I. H. S. and a fmall crofs over the letter 
H. with this motto, Salut et Gloria . See plate. 13.

LADIES SLAVES TO VIRTUE. 

ELEONORA Di Gonzaga, widow of the Emperor 
Ferdinand III. inftituted this Order in the year 
1662, and declared hcrfelf Sovereign of it. The num- 
ber that compofe it is limited to thirty, all to be of 
the Romilh religion, and of the beft nobility. The 
badge worn by the Ladies of this Order is a golden 
fun encircled with a chaplet of laurel, enamelled Green, 
with this motto over it. Sola ubiqite triumphal . It is worn 
pendent at the bread to a fmall chain of gold, or a plain 
narrow black ribbon. See plate 14.

THIS Order was inflituted -by the Archdukes of 
Auftria, for the purpofe of defending their f rontiers 
againft the'Turks. It continued to flourifh for up- 
wards of a century and an half, and performed good 
fervices, but in the end it was neglected, and when the 
end for which it was founded was fulfilled, it was 
fet afide. The enfign of the Order was a plain green 
profs, worn on the outer garment.

THE Emprefs Elizabeth Chriftiana inftituted this 
Order at Vienna in the year 1 708. It is for perfons of 
both fexes and of noble families. The enfign of it 
is a red ribbon, to which hangs pendent on the left 
breaft a golden crofs of eight points, with this motto 
round the centre. Amor Proximi , and the middle ena- 
melled red. The number of perfons that compofe 
this Order is not limited. For the badge, fee plate 16.

THE ORDER 


OF THE 


DRAGON OVERTHROWN, 

THIS Order was inftituted, in the year 1418, by 
the Emperor Sigifmund, for the purpofe of engaging 
the nobility of the kingdom of Hungary to defend 
its frontiers againft the Turks. During his life it was 
highly e (teemed, but it deelined after his death ; and 
foon became obfolete. 

The collar was compofed of double chains of gold, 
intermixed with erodes of Lorrain enamelled green, to 
which hung the figure of a dragon lying on his back 
with his wings expanded, enamelled with variety of

S W A N. 

THIS Order is faid to have been inftituted in Flan- 
ders by Salvius Brabo, of Brabant, about the year 500, 
but very little is known relative to the Order, except 
that the badge of it, was a fwan enamelled white, 
on a green ground adorned with flowers, and that it 
was worn at the bread pendent to three chains of gold. 
Having been upwards of one thoufand years extinft, 
it is unneceflary to fay any thing farther upon it here.

B E A R. 

•THIS Order was inftituted at the abbey of St. 
Call in Switzerland, by the Emperor Frederick II. in 
the year 1213. St. Urfus, being the patron of it, com. 
municated his name to the fame ; it flourilhed from its 
inftitution until the revolution, by which the Houle of 
Auftria loft the Swifs cantons, when it was abolilhed. 
The Order having been upwards of three centuries ex- 
tind, it is unneceffary to fay any thing farther upon it. 
The collar was a gold chain, interlaced with oak 
leaves, to which hung the figure of a black beanon a 
medallion, having under it a hillock enamelled Vert.

ST. GEORGE IN ITALY. 

THE time of the inftitution of this Order is uncer- 
tain, fome placing it under Conftantine the Great, and 
others, with more appearance of reafon, under the 
Princes of the imperial Houfe of Commenes, of whom 
it is faid that four and thirty have been fucceffively 
Grand Matters of it. However this may be, it is cer- 
tain the Order fell into difufe, and was not thought of 
until Charles V. revived it, and declared himfelf 
the Grand Matter of it, and appointed his natural fon 
Don John of Auftria his deputy. The Order was di- 
vided into three claffes. i. The Grand Collars, who *- 
.were fifty in number, and who regulated all the others. 

2. The profeft Knights and Barrifters. 3. The knights 
in waiting. The badge of the Order was St. George 
flaying the Dragon, and the collar, compofcd of fifteen

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gold plates, richly chafed on the edges and enamelled 
blue. On 14 of thefe plates, is the cypher X and P.

THIS, which is the moft illuftrious Order of Den- 
mark, was inftituted by Chriftian the Firft, on the 
marriage of his fon John with Chriftina of Saxony, in 
the year 1478 fince which time it has fubfifted without 
interruption or degradation. It is now conferred only 
on the Princes of the blood, foreign princes, or noble- 
men of the firft rank. The Knights of it are addreffed 
by the title of Excellency. On ordinary occasions 
they wear the badge of the Order pendent to a Iky blue 
watered ribbon, worn fafh -ways over the right Ihoul- 
der, and a ftar of eight points embroidered in filver 
on the left fide of their outer garment. But on days 
of ceremony they wear it pendent to a collar of gold 
compofed of Elephants and towers alternately enamelled 
Proper, The badge is an elephant, on his back a 
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caftle all enamelled Proper, and on the fide of the Ele- 
phant a crofs of Danebrog in Diamonds. For the re- 
prefentation of both badge ahfT collaf/fee plijte 21.

THE time of the firft inftitution of this Order is 
uncertain, fome placing it in the firft age of the Da- 
nifh monarchy, and others under Waldemar the lid* 
;n the year 1219, when they fay it was inftituted by 
that Prince in commemoration of a miraculous ftandard, 
by means of which he gained a victory over the Livo- 
nians : however this may be it certainly became obfo- 
lete, and was revived in the year 1671 by Chriftian the 
Vth. The Knights were at its revival confined to a 
certain number, but now they are numerous and not 
limited to any. They wear on ordinary occafions the 
badge of the Order pendent to a broad white watered 
ribbon edged with red worn fcarf-ways over the right 
fhoulder, and a filver ftar furmounted with the enfien 
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of the Order embroidered on the right fide #f their 
outer garment. On days of ceremony they wear 
the /badge pendent to a collar which is cosn^ofed of 
the letters W. C, alternately, each crowned with a 
regal crown of Denmark ; between the letters a crof* 
enamelled white, and in the C a figure 5, the W al- 
luding to the inftitutor, and the C and 5 to’ the reviver 
of the Order. The badge is a crofs Pattee enamelled 
white, on the centre the letter C and 5 crowned with a 
regal crown, and this motto ReJUt at or.

SOPHIA, cqnfort qf Chriftian Vlth, inftituted this 
Order in the year 1732 ; during her life it continued to 
flourifh, but on her death it was abolilhed, and only fuch 
?s lhe conferred it on are allowed to wear the enfign of 
it. The badge of the Order was a ftar of eight points 
(enamelled white, cantoned with rays of gold : on the 
Centre an Efcutcheon quarterly : firft and fourth. 
Gules, a lion rampant Or, fupporting a' Danilh Axe 
Argent ; fecond and third. Azure, an eagle difplayed 
Or. It was worn pendent to a crimfon ribbon edged 
yvitb gold. See plate 23. 
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THE HOLY' GHOST, 

THE moft illuftrious Order of Knighthood now u 
France is that of the Holy Ghoft [l’ordre du St. 
Efprit], inftituted by Henry the Uld. in the year 1579, 
on Whitfunday,the feftival on which he was born in the 
year 1551* elected King of Poland 1573, and called 
to the throne of France in the year 1574. The num- 
ber of perfons that compofe it, is by the ftatutes li- 
mited to one hundred, exclufive of the Sovereign or 
Grand Matter. Of thefe, four Cardinals, five Prelates, 
the Chancellor, the Matter of the Ceremonies, the 
Treafurer, the Regifter, and the Provoft, are ftyled 
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Commanders, without being confidered as Knights, 
though they ufually wear the badges or infignia of the 
Order. All are to profefs the Roman Catholic 1 $ligion; 
and the Knights are <to prove the nobility of their de- 
fcent for an hundred years and upwards ; but no proofs 
of this kind are required of the Commanders, whofe 
offices or honors are commonly fold at a regulated price.' 
The King of France is Sovereign or Grand Matter of 
it ; and by the ftatutes this, office is inalienably annexed 
to the Crown, but he cannct exercife its functions until 
after his coronation, when he is inftalled, with much 
ceremony. Sovereign of this Order. T 6 be a Knight of 
it, it is neceffary for all except Princes of the blood to 
have attained the age of thirty-three, and to have been 
admitted into the Order of Saint Michael, into which 
even the Princes mutt enter (before they can be ad- 
mitted into the Order of the Holy Ghoft), which they 
may be at fixteen years old. The Dauphiti only is ex- 
cepted from this rule, he being received into both Or- 
ders on the day of his birth- The Commanders are 
not Knights qf the Order of St Michael, and hence 
arifes the difference between their ftyles and titles and 
thofe by which the Knights are diftinguiffied ; the 
Knights b^ing called Chevaliers des Ordres du roy ; 
and the Commanders, if Eccleliattics, Commandeur de 
L'ordre du St. Efj>rit ; if Laymen, Commandeur des Or- 
dres du roy. The revenues arifing from the Droit du 
marc d'or are appropriated to this Order, and every 
Knight and Commander of it receives a penfion juft 
fttfficient to pay his Poll-tax or Capitation ; both being 
confidered as of the firft Mobility are rated accordingly, 
4 ' and 
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and taxed at three thoufand livres Tournois. The ufual 
badges of this Order, or fuch as are worn in ordinary, 
are a lilver ftar or a crofs of eight points with a 
Fleur de Lis at each-angle j and a Doye, the em- 
blem of the Holy Ghoft, in the center embroi- 
dered on the left fide of the outer garment as the • 
ftar of our " Knights of the Garter is, and a Iky blue 
watered ribbon falh-ways, over the right Ihoulder to 
which is pendent a crofs or medallion of the figure of 
the ftar, already defcribed enamelled white, wit;h Fleurs 
de Lis Or, at the great Angles, having a Dove on 
one fide, and St. Michael with the Dragon on the 
other. 

The collar of it, which the Knights and Lay Com- 
manders wear on days of ceremony, is compofed of 
Fleurs de Lis, cantoned with flames, with the letter H. 
between three crowns, cantoned with fparks pf fire, 
and alfo Trophies of arms alternately. To the collar 
is pendent the crofs or medallion already defcribed. 
The Ecclefiaftic Commanders wear no collar, but inftead 
of it a Iky blue watered ribbon round the neck, from 
which is pendent on the breaft, a crofs of the figure 
of that worn by the Knights, but without a St. Mi- 
chael or Dragon, having on both fides the figure of a 
Dove. They wear a ftar embroidered on their outer 
garment, like that worn by the Knights and the Lay 
Commanders.

in high pfteem ; b,ut it is fallen into difrepute, being 
now conferred only 'on Artifts, Phyficians, and Magi, 
itrates of municipal towns, &c. who receive it rajrhef 
on account of the advantages that attend it, as ennobling 
.their defce, ndants,.than of the honor derived from it to 
. th*{mfclyess The number of the per fons that compofe 
^ ft' limited to an hundred, exclufive of the Knights 
pf the Holy Ghoft ; and they wear ip ordinary a black 
watered ribbon falh ways over the right fhoulder, 
to which is pendent a crofs or medallion of the fame 
figure with that defcribed in the Order, pf the Holy 
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Ghoft, enamelled Green. On days of ceremony they 
wear a collar confining of double Efcallop Ihells fattened 
with round double-knotted goldtwift, interwoven after 
the manner of true lovers knots, to which is pendent 
a golden oval medallion, with a fmall riling hill ena- 
melled, on which ftands St. Michael, trampling the 
dragon under his feet. The Knights of this Order 
are tty led Chevaliers de Vordre du Roy t and'have pen* 
lions fufficientto pay their quota of poll-tax. The King 
is their Sovereign, or Grand Matter; but, from the little 
confideration in which this Order is held, he never 
officiates as fuch in perfon, but deputes fome nobleman 
who is a Knight of the Holy Ghott, to aft as his re- 
presentative. 

The Knights of this Order wear no ftar on their outer 
garment. For the collar and badge which they wear, 
fee plate 25.

xipguilhed tbetnfelves in the fervice at any age, or at any

The Knights of the third clafs have 
no penfion? of right, but it frequently happens that 
the pooreft and the rqoft diftinguifhed of them obtain 
fmall pecuniary fayors, which they term Gratification. 
ft is not necefiary to be of a noble family, to be ad- 
mitted into this Order; nor does it ennoble the family pf 
the perfon who obtains it, though it gives himfelf the 
privileges of the NobleJJe ; and if there be three Knights 
of it, in regular fucceffions in a plebeian family, it enno- 
bles all the branches of it. All Knights of this Order 
pjuft be Pyomap Catholics.

AS, by the conftitutions of the Order of St. Louis, 
Proteftants were excluded from it, and incapable of 
being admitted into it, the late. King Louis the XV, 
in the year 1759, inftituted the Order of Military Me- 
rit, in favor of the Proteftant officers of foreign regi- 
ments in the fervice of France. To be of this Order, 
a man mud be a Proteftarit, and have ferved in a foreign 
regiment in French pay (a Proteftant in a French regi- 
ment, and a Roman Catholic in a foreign one, are 
alike incapable of being admitted into it). In all other 
refpe&s the flatutes of it are the fame with thofe of 
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the Order of St. Louis. In this Order there are two 
Chevaliers Grand Croix ; four Chevaliers Commandem ; 
and anSfclimiteil nui^er of , $ydinaj$ Kniglfs. The. 
firft wear the badge of the Order, pendent to a broad 
blue plain ribbon fafli-ways, over the right ihoulder, 
with a ftar of gold like ttyyt of the Order of St. Louis, 
embroidered on the left fide of their outer garment. 

, The fecond wear the badge and ribbon in the fame 
planner, but wear no ftaf on ^heir outer garment. The 
third wear the badge pendent to a fmall plain blue 
ribbon at their coat button-hole. The badge of the 
Order in;; a cr<>fe eight pojnts^e^^m^led white, 
having on the one fide a fword in pale, with this mottq 
Pro vittute Bellica, (fep plate 26) ; and on the reverfe 
a chaplet of Laurel withirt this infcription, Ludovicos 
XV. inftituit annq 1759.

ANEf MOUNT CARMEL. 

THE time of the inftitution of this Order is uncer- 
tain i but it was revived by Henry IV. in the year 1607, 
and united by him to the Order of Notre Dame de 
mont Carmel, then newly inftituted. Since that time, 
this united Order has undergone many changes, and 
frequently fallen into difrepute. However, the late 
King, towards the clofe qf his reign, put it on a very 
refpedtable footing, and thus it ftill continues. At 
prefent it confifts of an hundred Knights, under a 
Grand Mailer appointed by the King, who railed his 
brother Monfteur to that office. Every Knight of it 
muft, previous to his admiffion, have proved the nobility 
of his family, from the year 1300 : he is then inverted, 
Vol. I. R by 
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by the Crand Matter, with the infignia of the Order; 
after which he enjoys the rank and privileges of a 
Knight. The Knights of this.Order . are qualified for - 
holding Ecclefiaftfcal finecure benefices, and have be- 
longing to them of right five Priories, and an hundred 
and forty Commander ies. Thebadge of the Order 
is a crofs of eight points enamelled green, in the angles 
four Fleurs-de-Lis, with the figure of the Virgin Mary 
and Jefus on the centre of it, wonvpendent to a violet 
water ribbon round the neck (fee plate 27), and a green 
worfted or filken ftar, of eight points, embroidered on 
the outer garment on the left fide. 

The ftatutes of the Older were, 1. The refidence 
of the Order to be fixed at the King’s pleafure. 2 . 
Ubne tt/fce admitted tp it bjtt Frepfch Gentlemen of 
four defcents by father and mother. 3. The Bleffed 
Virgin to be pfctfduefs, and ttfCfeaft yearfy celebrated 
on the 1 6th of July. 4. The Knights to abftain from 
flelh all Wedpefdays in the year, and to'fay thp office 
, of our Lady,, or the rofary. 5. The Knights tp wear, 
on the left "fide of their cloaks, a crofs anchored of 
* tawney- coloured velvet, or fattin, in an Orle Argent, 
in the midft whereof, in a ^circle, the Image of our 
Bleffed Lady, incompaffed with beams of gold em- 
broidered. T'hey are to wear about their necks ah an- 
chored crofs of gold, with the image of our Bleffed 
' Lady enamelled on both" fides of it, and hanging at a 
tawney-coloured filk ribbon, , 6. They may marry 
' twice, and no more, whereof oince to a widow of but 
pne hufband : and they are to vow and obferve conjugal 
2, chaftity. 
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chaftity. 7. No baftards to be admitted into the Order, 
nor any before eighteen years of age, and to receive 
the Blefied Sacramet before admittance. 8. Only the 
Great Mailer may difpenfe with fome young gentle- 
men, above feven, to be his pages. 9. The Knights 
to fight in defence of the Catholick Religion, when 
commanded by the Pope, the King, and the Great 
Matter. 10. The .Great Matter, after having been no- 
minated by the King, to procure his confirmation from 
the Pope, before he adts. 11. The Mott Chriftiai 
King to have the nomination of the Great Matter.”

OR OF 

THE HOLY PHIAL. 

THIS Order confifts of four perfons, who are 
fly led Barons de La Sainte Ampouille> or of the Holy 
Phial ; and they ufually are the firft in point, of rank, 
family, and fortune, in the province of Champagne. 
They wear pendent to, a black ribbon round their necks 
a crofs of gold enamelled white, cantoned with four 
Fleurs- de-Lis, and on the crofs a dove defcending 
holding a Phial in its beak, and ft right hand receiving 
it. See plate Z7. 1 

At the coronation of the Kings of France, thefe Ba- 
rons or Knights are delivered to the Dean, Priors, and 
Chapter, of the Cathedral Church of St. Remy , at 

R 3 Rheims, 
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Rheims, as hoftages, for fulfilling the engagements en- 
tered into, by the great officers of the Crown, to re- 
turn the Holy Phial in which the til for anoint- 
ing the King at the coronation is kept. This Phial and 
oil, as the legendary ftory is, was brought from heavefi 
by the Holy Ghoft, under the-focoi of a -dove, and put 
into the hand of St. Remy, at the coronation of Clovis, 
in the beginning of the 6th Century : ever fince which 
it has been confidered as a precious relick by the Devo- 
tees of France.

G E N E T, 

THE Order of the Genet was inftituted by Charles 
Martel, in the year 726, on account of a great vidtory 
obtained by him over the Saracens, under their leader 
Abdiramo. It is faid by Favin to have been the firft 
Order of Knighthood ever feen in France, though others 
afTert the contrary ; but, however that may be, it conti- 
nued in high efteem, from the time of its inftitution, 
until the Carlovinian . race were driven from the throne 
by Hugh Capet, when it became gradually difre- 
fpedted, and in the end extindt. The number of Knights 
of it was limited to fixteen, and thofe of the firft rank 
in the kingdom. 
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The collar confifts of three gold chains, interlaced 
with red enamelled rofes; to the centre rofe is, pendent 
the badge of the .Order, viz.- a Genet Sejant, ena- 
melled "Blue, fpotted Red, and collared Gold, on a 
mount Green, enamelled with flowery Proper, Scq 
plate 28.

THE ORDER

S T A R. 

IN the year io? 2 , Robert the fon of Hugh Capet 
inftituted this Order, which confifted at firft'of thirty 
Knights, including the Sovereign. It continued in 
high efteem fpr a cpnfiderable time ; but in the reign 
of Charles the Seventh ? the Treafury vfus fo exhaufted 
by the expences that attended the Englifh war, as to 
oblige that Prince to have recourfe to extraordinary 
methods of procuring money, and among others he 
made the fale of the Order of the Star one of his 
means. By being thus proftituted, it fell into difrepute, 
and under Louis the Eleventh into total difufe ; no 
perfon affumed- the enfigns of it fince his time, when 
the Order of St. Michael which has been already treated 
of, was inftituted to replace it. , 
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The collar was compofed of three gold chains meet- 
ing at equal diftances, and thereon enamelled rofes, 
alternately white and red, to which was pendent a ftar 
of five points. See plate 29. 

All the Knights were obliged by oath daily to fay 
the third part of the Rofary, being fifty Ave Maries 
and five Pater Nojlers , in honour of the Blefled Virgin, 
as alfo the following anthem, compofed by himfelf.

They were to conclude their devotion with a prayer 
of his wording, for himfelf and the Kings his fuccef- 
fors, Sovereigns of the Order, which in Englilh was 
thus :

“ that King Robert, born of moft noble race, may fr>

LOUIS IX. commonly called St. Louis, infti- 
tuted this Order at Sens, on occafion of his marriage 
with Margaret of Provence^ he having chofen the 
Broom Flower, the emblem of humility, as the badge 
of his new Order, he adopted a motto fuitable to it; 
this was JLxaltat Humiles. During the reign of the 
founder, this Order was highly efteemed, and was 
conferred only on the Princes of the Blood, and fome 
of the firft nobility ; but, foon after his death, it fell into 
difrepute, and finally extindfc in the 1 5th Century. 

, The collar of the Order was compofed of Broom 
Flowers, and Hulks, enamelled in proper colours, 

. : intermixed with Fleurs-de-Lis of gold, fet in lozenges 
enamelled white, pendent thereunto a crols Flory, Gold.

THIS Order, which is alfo called the Order of the 
Double Crefcents, was inftituted by St. Louis in the 
year 1269, after his return from his firft expedition 
into Egypt. His objedt in the inftitution of it was to 
engage the nobility to affift him in forwarding the 
works at his mew-buflt maritime town of Aigue mortes 
in Provence, as well as to induce them, by a particular 
mark of diftindtion, to accompany him in his African 
expedition ; but this having proved unfortunate, and 
terminating in his death, the Order became extindfc in 
France, a few years after its inftitution, though it 

flou- 
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flour ifhed for three centuries in Naples, and Sicily, 
where it was introduced by his brother Charles of 
Anjou, who fucceeded to thefe kingdoms. 

The collar of the Order was compofed of Gold Kf. 
callop-lhclls intermixed with double Crefcents, to which 
was pendent a Hup rigged white, floating upon waves 
of the lame.

BOURBON. 


THE Knights of this Order were fometimes called 
Knights of the Thiftle, and Knights of our Lady, as 
well as Knights of Bourbon. They were in number 
twenty-fix, were inftituted by Louis the Good Duke 
of Bourbon, in honor of the Virgin Mary, in the year 
1370, and became extindl foon after. Their motto was, 
Allen or Allons , and on the collar of their Order the 
-word ESPERANCE. 

The collar was of gold, weighing ten marks, fattened 
behind with a gold buckle ; it confifted of whole lo- 
zenges, and a double orle of half lozenges, enamelled 
green, and filled with Fleurs-de-Lis of gold, in the 
whole lozenges the word Efperance , each letter within 
VOL.

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a lozenge enamelled red and pendent to the collar ; is 
an oval enamelled green and red, thereon the image of 
the Blefled Virgin, crowned with twelve ftars of filver, 
a crefcent of the fame under her feet, her garments 
enamelled purple and iky-colour, at the bottom of the 
oval a Thiftle Green.

THIS Order was inftituted in the year 1393, by 
Louis Duke of Orleans, fecond fon of Charles the 
Fifth, King of France, to honour the foletnnization of 
the baptifm of his eldeft fon Charles, by his wife, 
daughter to the Duke of Milan. The number of Knights 
was limited to five and twenty, including the Sove- 
reign, or Grand Matter ; and the motto of it was. Co- 
minus et eminus. This Order continued to flourilh 
until after the death of Louis XII. fon to Charles of Or- 
leans, when it was entirely fet afide. 

The collar of the Order confifted of three gold 
chains, to which was pendent a porcupine of gold, 
upon a mount of grafs and flowers. See plate 33. ’

THIS Order was inftituted by St. Dominick, in the 
year 1206, and was partly Religious and partly Mi- 
litafy. The founder’s objedt was, to form a refpec- 
able body to fight againft the Albigenfes (then called 
Hereticks), whom he defired to extirpate. When they 
were either worn out in the fervice, or had completed 
the bufinefs they were on, they devoted’ themfelves to 
a religious life.' It became extindt in lefs than a cen- 
tury after its foundation. 

The badge of the Order was a crofs flory, quarterly

' ANNE de Bretagne, after the death of her firft 
hulband, Charles VIII. inftituted this Order in 1498, 
for widow ladies of noble families. The enfign of it was 
a Cordelier’s girdle Argent, which they placed round 
the Efcutcheons of their arms. They alfo wore it, tied 
round the waift, with the ends of it hanging down by 
their fides. It did not long furvive the founder, having 
foon fallen into difufe.

THIS Order is faid to have been inflituted in 500, 
by Lifoye de Montmorenci, who, having been baptifed 
at the fame time with King Clovis, thereupon obtained 
to himfelf and his fucceffors the appellation of the firft 
Chriftian, a title which hath ever fince attended that 
of Premier Baron of France, which they have likewife 
always borne. Some writers affirm, that the general 
eftates of the kingdom being aflembled at Orleans, this 
Lifoye de Montmorenci prevailed on feveral other 
Knights to appear there habited in a gold collar, with 
the figure of a Dog, the ordinary emblem of fidelity, 
pendent thereto. Their cry of war was the fame as 
the motto of the order, viz. Dieu aide au Premier 
Chretien et Baron du France ; and they bore a Dog for 
3 their 
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their creft, in teftimony of their fidelity to the crown 
of France. The Order of the Cock is afcribed to the 
fame family ; but the time of its inftitution is uncer- 
tain. Philip I. of France, encouraged this Order, and 
added to it many Knights, as is well afcertained on 
record. Thefe two Orders were united by one of the 
Kings of France. 

The badge of this united Order was a Dog and Cock 
pendant to collar, compofed of Stags Heads in gold.

FRANCIS, the lad Duke of Britany, inftituted 
this Order in the year 1450, to perpetuate the memory 
of his grandfather John the Conqueror ; and thereupon 
he new built his caftle of Ermin. The Knights of it were 
twenty-five in number, and of the firft diftinttion in x 
that province. The collar was compofed of ears of 
corn, as may be feen by the plate ; whence it has been 
fometimes called, the Ortler of ears of corn. There 
was an Ermine, pendent to the collar, with this motto,

CHRISTIAN CHARITY. 

THE Order of Chriftian Charity was inftituted by 
Henry III, for the maintenance of thofe military men 
who were maimed in his fervice ; but he was prevented, 
by the civil wars of the League, carrying his defign 
completely into execution with regard to it. Henry 
IV. his fucceffor adopted his plan, and followed it 
with more fuccefs. He gave the members of the Order 
a houfe in the fuburbs of Paris, and afiigned them re- 
venues fo» their fupports. After his aflaffination, this 
Order became neglected, and was totally fet afide by 
Louis XIV, who, by founding the Hotel Royal des 
Invalides at Paris, and inftituting the Order of St. Louis, 

pro- 
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procured for his military fubjedb a more comfortable 
fupport, and a more honorable diftindtion, than they 
could expert from the continuation of the .Order of 
Chriftian. Charity. The badge of the Order, which 
was borne embroidered on the left fide of the outer 
garment, was an embroidered anchored crofs, of white 
taffata or fattin, with a bordure of blue, and on the 
middle of th$ crofs a lozenge blue, charged with a 
Fleur de Lis Or, about the crofs a circle with this motto.

OF THE 

PASSION. 


CHARLES the IVth of France, jointly with 
Richard the JId of England, founded this Order, on 
the plan of the Holy and Military Orders of the 
Templars, St. John, Teutonics, &c. and for the fame 
purpofe, the expulfion of the Infidels from the Holy 
Land, and the edablifhment of the Chridian religion in 
it. The number of Knights was to be one thoufand ; 
and each of them was to be attended by an Efquire 
and three fervants properly armed ; the whole under 
the command of a Grand Judiciary and Grand Bailiff. 
This Order having fubfided but a little time, it is un- 
necefTary to dwell any longer on it here. 

The 
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The badge of the Order is a Crofs Gules, four fin- 
gers broad, edged with Gold, and charged on the 
centre with an odtagon ihield ; thereon a holy Lamb 
(fee plate 36) ; which badge was worn fewed on their 
habits.

ST. MARY MAGDALEN. 


WHILE Vanity, or a miftaken zeal - for religion, in- 
duced Sovereigns to inftitute many Orders of Knight- 
hood, motives of the pureft benevolence and humanity 
determined JohnChefnell , a private gentleman of the pro- 
vince of Britany, to form the plan of the Order of St. 
Mary Magdalen. The chief end he had in view, was 
to pronjote the caufe of virtue in general, and more . 
efpecially to extirpate the practice of duelling, which 
had rifen in his time to an alarming height, and of 
which he had feen many fatal confequences. On thefe 
beneficent principles he framed the ftatutes of this 
Order. Whoever entered into it >vas enjoined by 
them to pardon pall injuries, to renounce all caufes of 
quarrel, and to abjure duelling. He was to vow, in 
his whole conduct, chiefly to regard, the Honour of 
. Vol. I. T God, 
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G.od, the Service of his Prince, the Interefts of Marl* 
kind, and the Good of his Country. Thefe he pre-» 
fented, in the year 1614* to the regents and ftates of 
the kingdom, then affembled at Paris ; and he had the 
fatisfaftion to fee them approved, and to receive the 
King's commands to devife the enfigns and badge of 
the Order. However, the turbulence of the times 
prevented its having ever been .formally eftablilhed : 
fo that Cbefnell de la Gbapronay , havirtg loft all hope of 
feeing his favourite plaafucceed, gave all his fortune to 
his friends, and retired from the world^ to an hermi- 
tage built in a pleafant fituation, in that part of the 
foreft of Fontainebleau which is next the Gatinois. 
Here his remains and he are ftiU talked of by the 
country people, by the name of Le Hermits pacifique de 
la Madalene — the peaceable Hermit of St. Mary Mag. 
dalen. . 

The Crofs of the Order (worn about the neck,, pen- 
dent to a crimfon ribbon, and embroidered on the 
cloak) ended in Fleurs-de-Lis; the foot of the crofs 
relied upon crcfcent; in each angle a fleur-de-Lis ; on 
the centre of the crofs, in an oval, the figure of St. 
Mary Magdalen, praying before a crofs ; the whole en- 
circled with eight palm branches, to denote the Foun- 
der's Pilgrimage. 

The collar confifted of the letters M. A. R. Y. in a 
cypher for the name of St. Mary Magdalen ; the 
cypher was linked alternately with double hearts, ftruck 
through with darts of gold, on the ends of each dart a 
crofs patee, the cypher enamelled with white, carna- 
tion, and blue. The motto, U Amour de Dieu ejl pacifique.

THIS Order was inftituted by Charlemagne, and 
confirmed at Rome in the Lateran palace, in the year 
802, as a reward of honour to the Friezlanders, who 
had valiantly behaved themfelves in his army again ft 
the Saxons, and to encourage others to ads of heroic 
virtue. This Order took its name from its enfign, viz. 
an imperial crown, which thefe Knights ufed to wear 
upon their breads. They were invefted with a military, 
belt, and a box on the ear, as is ufed by Catholic 
Rifliops in adminiftering the Sacrament of confirmation. 

Martinas Hanconius, in his hiftory of Friezland , has 
left us the words of Charlemagne himfelf in his inftru- 
ment for ioftitution of this Order, which, fince we

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have no further account of it, we will infertin this place, 
and are to this effect : 44 Moreover we decree, that if 
*' they have a maintenance of their own, or are willing 
“ to bear arms, the faid Potejlat do girt them with a 
44 fword.and givingthem, as the cuftom is, acuff with his 
“ hand, he thus makes them Knights, and that, at the 
44 fame time, he enjoin them, that for the future they 
44 go armed after the manner of the foldiers of the fa- 
“ cred kingdom of Frante , or the Empire ; forafmuch 
4 * as we are of opinion, that if the aforefaid Friezlan- 
44 ders behave themfelves in war anfwerably to the fta- 
44 ture of body and mind God and nature has bellowed 
44 on them, they will eafily furpafs and excell all foldiers 
44 in the world, in valour, conduct, and bolduefs, pro- 
<c vided they be armed, as is faid above. And the 
“faid Friezfenders lhall receive the badge of, theit; 
“ Knighthood from the aforefaid Potejlat, which lhall 
“ be an imperial crown, betokening the liberty we have 
44 granted them. Given at Rome in the Lateran pa- 
44 lace, in the year of our Lord 802”.

GOLDEN SHIELD. 

LEWIS the Second, Duke of Bourbon, termed 
the Good, having been feven years in England with 
king John, he returned to his Dukedom; and in Jan. I, 
1363, he went with his Knights and Noblemen to the 
church of our Lady at Moulins ; but before he quitted 
his chamber he prefented them with a new-year’s gifts of 
an Order by him invented, which was termed the 
Golden Shield. On the fliield was painted a bend, 
whereon was this motto, Allen , meaning, Allans tout 
enfemble au fervice de Dieu, et unifons nous pour la de- 
fenfe de notre pays : Let us go together to the fervice 
of Godj and unite ourfelves for the defence of our 
country.

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All that received this were to be termed Brethren » 
and to perform good actions, to abftain from fwearing, 
to honour ladies,, to be loyal yid refp$& each other. 

Note, *Favin, from whence this account is taken, fays, 
the Golden Shield, with the bend and motto, was pro- 
perly but a device, "and no Order. For the Duke of 
Bourbon had his ftandarda-'with the Golden Shield, 
and with his Order of the belt or girdle of BoyrbQn, 
diftinft one from the other.

IN the year 1400, Philbert de Miolans, a gentle- 
man of Burgundy, founded this Order on account of 
his having brought from the Eaft, fome relicks of St. 
George, which he had depolited in a fmall chapel, 
built for their reception, near the Parilh Church of 
Rougemont. The enfign of the Order is, a St. George 
on borfebacky overthroiving a dragon. This enfign was 
worn, pendent to a blue ribbon, tied to a button-hole. 
N. B. Women were admitted into this Order.

Some ridiculous ceremonies peculiar to this infti- 
tut|on, was the caufe of its being fo fuddenly abolilhed.

THIS Order was inftituted at the.requeft of Father 
Francis Arnoul, a Dominican, by Queen Anne of Auf- 
tria, widow of the French King Lewis XIII. and mother 
of Lewis XIV. for fifty young ladies, of the firft families 
in France. The collar of the Order was compofed of 
ft blue ribbon, enriched with white, red, and maidens- 
t>lufh, rofes interlaced with the capital letters A. V. in

a filk cordon, a crofs of eight points pomettee, and in 
each angle a Fleur- de-Lis ; on the centre the image of 
St. Dominick, enamelled.

THIS Order was inftituted by Loufie of Bourbon, 
wife of Louis Auguftus of Bourbon, Duke of Maine, 
on the fourth of June 1703, at Sceaux in France, for 
women as well as' men. The enfign of the Order is 
a medal of gold ; on one fide is the portrait of the 
foundrefs, and on the other a Bee, with this motto, 
Je fuis petite , mais mes picquares font prof ondes.
